done for Russia and Russian people hardly 
affects a greater number of people than the natural increase in the Jewish 


population.’’ Hence the paramount necessity for securing safety and 
freedom for the vewish population of the country. Every Jew will 
appreciate the generosity and devotion which Lord Rothschild and his 
colleagues have shown in this connection. Yet there are many who will 
not see eye to eye with them on the question of a public meeting. Mr. 
Alexander tells us that those who had declared against this course were 
better acquainted with the surrounding circumstances than the rank and 
file of the community. If they are in possession of private information 
leading to this conclusion, little more can be said upon the question. Bat 
Mr. Oscar Straus and other leading American Jews have not hesitated to 
speak at public gatherings, and the President has also written or 
spoken strongly on the matter. The appeal for European intervention 
expressed in the Rabbi's appeal published by Dr. Adler is not to be 
ignored, while the declaration that Count Witte welcomed such protests 
must be taken into account. It is obvious that the situation of the Jews is 
still extremely critical. The message from Odessa and the extraordinary 
promotion of M. Neidhardt, the guilty Prefect of that city, sufficiently 
testify to its gravity. What we require is the creation of such a body of 
aropean indignation that the hands of the lteformers and workmen will be 
strengthened in the efforts they are now making for the protection of Jewish 
lives and the granting of freedom to the Jewish population. 

The Powers are taking strong 
steps to bring about reforms 
in Macedonia. They have 
not hesitated to send a fleet to Mytilene, land men there, and seize various 
parts of the town. This extraordinary act of coercion, carried out by a 
combination of States in the interests of civilised government against a 
country held to be guilty of misgovernment, is, no doubt, absolutely correct 
in principle. A State ought no more to be given carte blanche with the 
laws of morality, on the ground that it is self-governing and inde- 
pendent, than an individual should bo given the right to murder at 
home because he is sole master in his own household. Bat 
there should be some approach to uniformity. in the adoption of 
this principle. Phe Sultan, when admonished by the Powers concerning 
the non-fulfilment of the provisions of the Treaty of Berlin, pointed out 
that he was not the only ruler who had failed in his obligations under that 
Treaty. The Jewish race will have no difficulty in pointing to another 
country which has deliberately set that international instrument at deflance- 
Yet the country in question—Roumania— bas not on that account been 
threatened with the active displeasure of the Powers. Turkey is further 
represented to have declared that it was strange that Kurope should 
interfere in connection with the condition of the Macedonians, while the 
Jews and Armenians in Russia were treated far worse. To this declaration 
the Powers are stated to have replied that the ‘‘ Macedonian disorders may 
produce grave consequences and endanger Kuropean peace, while the Kussian 
disorders, independent of their nature, which they refuse to discuss, whether 
comparable to those in Macedonia or not, are entirely the internal affairs of 
Russia..’ The reply is an astonishing one. It brushes aside the moral 
aspect of the question. According to the views of the Powers, interference 
is justified, not because it is wicked for a government to rob and: murder 
(ts Own subjects, but because the robbery and murder might cause distur- 


bances elsewhere. This specimen of decadent ethics is a fitting subject for 
satirists.

The argument of the Powers has 

not even the merit of strict truth 

for a state of anarchy in Poland 
might quickly bring the German Emperor on the scene, and thus produce 
the ‘‘ grave consequences’’ of which Europe is in such dread. The 
Powers are also said to have informed the Porte that ‘“‘ Russia 
has sufficient forces with which to face them (the disorders), 
which cannot be said of Turkey with regard to Macedonia.’’ But the 
whole point is that though she had suflicient forces she did not use them to 
suppress organised massacre, but actually allowed them to take part in the 
outbreak. In our opinion the Powers have nothing to gain by these 
elaborate excuses for one-sided action. They cannot set up one law for 
Islam and another for Christendom, and we hope that the time is now 
drawing near when the same claim to interfere will be made, whoever the 
State be, and whatever the size of its army. In the development of such a 
right, enforced by some effective sanction, Jews with other oppressed classes 
may find some guarantee against the consistent recurrence of plunder and 
butchery. It is possible that the public conscience of the world is even 
now, silently and unconsciously, moving in the direction of the collective 
championship of right and the Hague Tribunal may yet become the 
starting-point for many great departures in the moral action of Earope and 
America. But we feel that Jews themselves should do something to stir 
the sluggish moral susceptibilities of the Powers, to keep the case of their 
oppressed brethren before the eyes of the world, and to show that all human 
beings of good lives have a common interest in justice being done. There 
ought to be more co-operation between the Jewries of different countrieg 
—co-operation not, as recently, after blood has been shed, but before 
lives have been sacrificed. The machinery for such united action already 
exists. It should be utilised to the fullest advantage, so that some 
intelligent and concerted action may be applied in the treatment 
of the Jewish problem. Im the days when the late Lord Pirbright 
presided over the Anglo-Jewish Association there was more than one 
international Jewish Conference; and itis not so long since a similar

conference was held at Frankfort for the consideration of the emigration 
question, The Jewries of the world, re-inforced now by thegiant’s strength 
of the American community, are immeasurably more powerful than in the 
days of Baron Henry de Worms, and should not hesitate to come together 
for common objects. For diplomatic and relief purposes co-operation bas 
been forced upon the Jews of Karope and America recently. We hope 
that one advantage to come out of the Russian holocaust will be the 
strengthening and extension of this necessary and valuable principle of 
united action. 

This journal knows no distinc- 
tions of party. It approaches 
political affairs from the stand- 
point of ethical and not of partisan interests, and the precise national 
significance of the state of transition through which the (‘overnment of 
this country is now passing cannot, therefore, be discussed in these columns. 
But the end of the Unionist Parliament and Ministry, and the entry into 
power of a new Government are, nevertheless, matters of interest for Jews 
as such, as well as for Jews as voters in one or other of the political 
camps. The dying Parliament, which contained the record number of twelve 
Jewish members, had also been largely concerned with Jewish affairs. 
In connection with the two Aliens Bills the Jew was brought prominently 
on to the floor of the House. The Sunday Closing Bill again took 
him to the House of Lords, and the EKarly Closing Bill, 
and the Limerick disturbance, made the interests of the community 
the subject of analysis. And all the while there have been what 
one may call sotio voce references to the part alleged to have been 
played by Jews in the war and the subsequent developments in 
South Africa. Probably one might say with truth that our community have 
rarely been so much in evidence in Parliament as during the existence cf 
the (jovernment which has just passed into history. Asa rule, the Jew has 
been brought to Westminster against his will. He has rot obtruded hig 
personality at St. Stephen's. He has not brought the grievances of bis 
race before the legislature and initiated debates in the manner of the great 
Jewish members of Parliament of a-past generation. Indeed, the tendency 
has been for most of the Jewish members of the moribund Parliament 
to present themselves as little as possible to the House of Commons in con- 
nection with specifically Jewish interests, and the |’resident of the board 
of Deputies on Sunday was perfectly justified in complaining of the lack of 
assistance, and even of occasional opposition, on the part of some of 
the Jewish members at Westminster. If, therefore, the community has 
been, metaphorically, very largely before the bar of Parliament, it was 
not from choice, but because it was driven there in defence of its interests, 
which, in the matters of the Early Closing Bill, the Aliens Bill, and the 
Limerick disturbances, have been assailed with unusual frequency. 

The Parliament which has now 

ended will always be memor- 

able in Anglo-.Jewish history for 
its. passing of the Aliens Act. In this action it took, we believe, an 
unfortunate step backwards. In order to prepare for the Bill, a loyal 
Commission had to be appointed, which was forced to listen to 
offensive denunciations of aliens and Jews, while legislation was 
promoted by a frothy agitation which must have had a deplorable 
effect on inter-racial relationship. In its passage through |’arliament the 
Act produced a remarkable speech from the Prime Minister, who declared 
that English civilisation would suffer if Jews did not intermarry with 
other sects, and thus embark on a journey to extinction. The Aliens 
Act, ‘and the proceedings which accompanied its passage into law 
will always remain an unhappy episode in the bistory of the 
Parliament of 1900. It is only fair, however, to say that the career of that 
Parliament also had a brighter side. The Ministers who guided its work 
have followed past traditions by interfering on behalf of oppressed Jews 
abroad, and if they have not. applied to Roumania the same measure of 
coercion which they have applied to another violator of the Berlin Treaty 
(Turkey), we may fairly assume that it was not from lack of will, but because 
the other Powers would never have joined them in such an enterprise. 
Nor can Jews forget the goodwill exhibited in the offer of a tract of land 
in East Africa as an asylum for their persecuted coreligionists, or 
the fact that one of the last oflicial acts of the Colonial Secretary 
was to receive fresh proposals for the erection of a Jewish 
autonomous settlement on British soil. These, after all, are positive 
attempts to help on the solution of the Jewish problem, and they deserve 
and will receive the cordial recognition of the Jewish people. Fortunately 
we have no reason to believe that the new depositaries of power will be 
less friendly to our race than their predecessors. The many broad-minded 
men of whom the Liberal Ministry must be composed—statesmen like 
Mr. Asquith and Mr. Bryce~—may be trusted cto envisage the 
Jewish question in the best and most sympathetic spirit. One of the 
ironies of the situation lies in the fact that it will now fall to the lot of the 
Liberal Party to put the Aliens Act into operation. From a Government 
which may contain such consistent opponents of this legislation as 
Sir Charles Dilke and Mr. Burns, we can at least expect that the regula- 
tions will be framed, and the Act administered, in the most liberal manner.

Both 
gatherings are welcome proofs of the practical moderation at the command 
of the community in the discussion of important questions of policy. Botb, 
are equally welcome evidence that the capital and the provinces are drawing 
more closely together. One of the delegates last Sunday complained that 
the London Jews had appeared to be under the impression that the only 
Jews in this country were those who lived in the metropolis, and that those 
in the provinces were only a minor consideration. David Lewis and his

been very inadequately answered. At the moment of writing (for we go 
to press before that deservedly popular Chairman, Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, 
has made the speech of the evening at the Trocadero) barely half of the 
£11,000 for which the community was asked has been given. It is not 
difficult to understand why the response has been inadequate. The appeal 
has had the misfortune to coincide with the opening of the Russian 
Relief Fand. Money that would have gone to the Shelter has been 
diverted to what appeared to be the more urgent cause, and it is even 
a fact that donations actually sent to the Shelter have been recalled in 
order that they might be handed on to the bigger fund. We are 
sure that, when the generous members of our community who have taken 
this course reflect on the matter, they will readily recognise that it 
is a regrettable thing that one should recoup himself for contributions to 
one good cause by withholding donations from another equally deserving ; 
and that it would be unfortunate if so admirable an institution as 
the Shelter were to suffer, merely because the Russian Fund was 
also claiming the attention of the community. After all, the work of 
the Shelter is only a branch of the general effort to help the Russian Jews. 
It serves the sacred cause of aiding the flight of our brethren from one of 
the most barbarous and infamous oppressions known to history. Planted as 
a temporary home on the path which many of our people are treading 
on their weary march from bondage, it represents the chivalrous anxiety 
of English Jews to help their afflicted coreligionists along their painfai 
journey to the light. We are confident that no Jew—and, particularly, no 
Jew who has protested against the supposed exclusion of refugees from the 
benefit of the Russian Fund—will be deaf to the entreaties of so noble a 
eharity. In its time the Shelter has befriended 40,000 of our brethren. It 
now appeals, for the first time in its history, to the kindness and compassion 
of the Jews of England. May the cry of the wandering Jew, as he passes 


through this classic land of liberty, be answered by our people speedily and 
in full measure.

A FURTHER’ APPEAL. 


[To THe Eprror oF THE Jewish Chronicle.) 

Sir,—Recent calamitous events have raised in the public mind the 
uestion: What is to be the fate of the five or six million Jews now in 
ussia ? This question has been asked by the Jews themselves for nearly 

@ quarter-of-a-century, ever since the promulgation of the Ignatieff May 
Laws of 1881. Throughout the globe they have striven—and not without 
success—to stem the lead of misery lar “ B created by that hateful legisla- 
tion and its consequences. Victims of Russian persecution, numbering in 
the aggregate nearly a million souls, have found refuge in almost every free 
country, some with their own means, and some aided by Jewish philan- 
thropic bodies, and have in those countries founded new and happier 
homes, the greater number prospering, while all of them now at least 
breathe the healthy atmosphere of liberty. In this beneficent dispersion 
and settlement Jewish organisations in England have borne their part, 
establishing many thousands of fugitives here, but also dispersing and 
settling many more thousands in other countries, the United States, Canada 
and Argentina being the chief of their havens of refuge. 

Yet these measures of relief seemed to some too slow and inadequate ; 
for there still remained some five to six million Jews in Russia. This fee)- 
ing, together with other reasons, which it is unnecessary to set forth here, 
gave rise some eight years ago to the Zionist movement, and, at the first 


open, their gates removed, and the Jews permitted to reside with their 
fellow-citizens of other creeds. It 1s now apparently proposed by this nev 
project that the Jews themselves shall create a new Ghetto or, practically. a 
(;hetto State with its own special ordinances and laws, as if the laws of our 
free England and of her free colonies were not adequate for the unfortur ite 
Russian Jew who has been practically an outlaw in his own country. The 
new scheme would further seem to imply (contrary to the fact) that the Jews 
desire a condition of isolation, considering themselves disqualified, by reason 


of their special customs and institutions, from mixing with the rest of the 


world. 

In the next place, it should be asked: Have the promoters of the Jewish 
Territorial Organisation counted its cost? Experience has shown that, in 
the most favourable circumstances, colonisation cannot be accomplished a! 
a lower average outlay than £50 a head. Where are the promoters to find 
the 50 millions sterling which would be needed for only the first million of 
the four million Jews who are to be gradually withdrawn from intolerant 
Russia ? Even if the impoverished emigrants contributed their all, it would 
be a mere pittance. The scheme is admitted by the promoters to be outsid 
the range of philanthropy. Is there enough foresight evidenced in their 
programme to induce investors to come to their aid and to subscribe even 
the initial capital requisite for such a doubtful scheme of colonisation ° 

If the promoters find, as they inevitably will, that their project is 
beyond attainment, if they strive to establish, with less ambition, a colon) 
for thousands instead of millions of their persecuted brethren, their energics, 
in the present conditions of doubt and distress, would be more usefully 
bestowed on schemes of emigration than on colonisation. The £50 which 
would, with doubtful and slow results, colonise one person only, would 
emigrate six persons to Argentina, and, judging from the most recent 
experience, the practical results of emigration to that country would |, 
for an almost indefinite number of Jews, not only successful but immedia'e. 
At a proper time of the year, Canada, as we may judge from the recent geu- 
erous speech of Sir W. Laurier, would, and could, receive a further larve 
number of suitable emigrants. If, then, there be money available ‘.r 
colonisation, let that money be rather spent, as in the past, on emigratii' 
At least six times as much good would be accomplished: for six times «s 
many victims of Russian oppression would emerge from darkness into lig!\'! 

Nevertheless—and this is the most important point of all—all schemes, 
whether of colonisation or of emigration, can only benefit a small proportics 
of the sufferers. For the bulk of the Russian Jews, salvation can only !« 
found in Russia itself under a new régime of Liberty and Justice ,when the: 
will receive equal rights with all their fellow-citizens of every creed. Thi! 
they shall receive these rights must be our constant hope and our first an! 
unceasing demand. 

But, meantime, the pressing duty first incumbent on us is that whic. 
lies nearest to our hand. It is our duty to those victims of outrage, who: 
cries of anguish reach us day by day from more than a hundred Russia: 
towns; to the thousands of widows and ne bereft of mainstay a)! 
support by the gry” massacres; to the thousands of men, women an 
children maimed for life by the cruel hand of wickedness: to the tens ! 
thousands rendered homeless and penniless by the work of rapine i 
savagery. To assuage these sufferings, to bring swift succour to the starvin¢ 
and houseless, to save life wherever possible—this, for the present, 1)U>' 
be our urgent work. And we would ask those good men, who, Rochthens with 
best intent, bestow their thought on projects, which, even if ever realise. 
could, at best, only benefit a few in the future to bring their energies ‘0 
bear upon the great work of relief now immediately before us. Not 0!!Y 
must present and pressing needs be satisfied, but for many thousand living 
victims of Russian barbarism, we must seek to accomplish some defitite 
and permanent good.

THE PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


The PREsIDENT said: As this is the first occasion on which this Board 
has held “Al annual meeting, | propose to olnimence my address to vou 
to-day with a brief statement of the circumstances under which such an 
innovation has been introduced into the proceedings of the Board, and the 
purpose which this new departure in the Board's history is designed to 
achieve. When the Board’s constitution was under revision some eighteen 
months ago, a very strong feeling was expressed, in which I fully 
oneurred, that some steps should be taken and strenuous efforts made to 
strengthen the tie Which connects this Board with provincial congregations, it 
vas felt that, although the representation of provincial congregations on this 
Board had increased very largely in recent vears, their elected representa- 
lives consist for the most part of gentlemen residing within the metropolis, 
and so not intimately acquaintéd with the docal needs of their constituen 
and with local Opinion on subjects of common and communal interest bo 
nave deprived them of the freedom of choice they h vd hitherto e1 joyed would

Finally, however, the idea was started of an annual general meeting 
which should be invited special delegates from the several congregation 
represented at this Board. After due deliberation and much consideration 
it was resolved to try that course. It was felt and hoped that at all events 
ohnee a year the wardens, or other prominent members of provincial COon- 
gregations, would be willing and ready to make some sacrifice in order to 
share in our deliberations. (Hear, hear.) These are the circumstances in 
which we meet here to-day, and it is my pleasure, is well as my privilege, 
to offer a hearty and warm welcome in the name and on behalf of the Board 
to those special delegates who are present to-day. (Applause.) We hope to 
hear many speeches from them full of interest, full of useful information, 
and I venture to hope. also full of moderation. Gentlemen, 
the work of this Board during the year coy ered by its last report 
was unusually heavy and of a most anxious and difficult character, 
and in no previous year during my connection with the Board, which now 
extends over a period of nearly thirty years, have such large demands been 
made on the time and industry of the Executive, officers, and the several 
committees.

Lord Avebury’s Bill against Sunday 
Trading: (iii.) the Shechita Question; Uv.) the Condition of the Jews in 
Limerick: and (v.) with a large number of matters connected with, or aris- 
ing out of. the ill-treatment and oppression of Jews in foreign countries—a 
really formidable list when one considers the nature and magnitude of each 
of these subjects; and, although we only succeeded in procuring the adop- 
tion of one of our amendments to the Aliens Bill, yet, I venture to think 
that the record of the Board’s work forthe vear 1904-1905, viewed as a whole, 
is not an unsatisfactory one. (Cheers.) It would, I feel, be too great 
an encroachment on the time of this meeting and too greata demand on your 
patience were I to travel over the whole field of the Board's activities during 
the year in question, and I do not propose to do so, but T should like 
specially to mention that we procured the insertion in the Aliens Bill of 
4 provision securing the right of asylum for refugees being the victims of 
‘eligious persecution; that we succeeded in securing the tem of our 
two amendments to the Sunday Closing Bill; and that we issued a report on 
the Jewish Method of Slaughtering Cattle for food, which, in truth, knocks 
the bottom out of the attack recently made on that system by the report of 
the Admiralty Committee. (Cheers.) It is, of course, quite impossible for 
our reports to do more than to indicate our work and proceedings in the 
harest outline, but still I think that the reports might be made more com- 
plete and more useful were their preparation and issue postponed until 
after the autumn recess. Under the practice which at present obtains they 
are prepared in the month of June and issued in the following month of 
July, and the result of this is that it is impossible to give, within the com- 
pass of a single report, a full and complete history of the Board’s work in 
relation to any important Bill in Parliament. Take, for instance, the report 
for 1904-1905, which is now before you: When that report was framed the 
Aliens Bill had only just seen daylight, and the Sunday Closing Bill was 


still before a Select Committee of the House of Lords: 
each ol these Measu©res, a considerable part and, indeed, the most interest- 
ing part—ot the Board's work remains to be recorded in our next vear’s 
report, which will not appear until the middle of next vear 
change is also desirable on another ground. The preparation of the Board's 
reports, although not requiring any very great literary skill, involves a large 
amount of laborious work. The minutes for the vear have, in the first 
first, to be very carefully perused, digested, and tabulated. and then the 
mass Ol matter collected under each separate heading has to be linked 
together in the form of a continuous history, and not infre juentiy, in order 
to hll up some gap or to supply some missing link in the narrative. a miass 
of correspondence has tL be gone through, and finaliv the draft. when in 
print, has to be revised and settled. Practically. the whole of this work talls 
on the shoulders of our Solicitor and Secretary, and it will, I think. be agreed 
that it is inadvisable, as well as unreasonable. to require hiin to perform 
work of this nature at a period of the year when the work of the 
reaches its highest level, and his services and energies are needed. and 
shoula be directed to more pressing matters. I, therefore, suggest for vour 
consideration that in future the Board's reports should be | | 
end of the month of October, or beginning of Nove! er, to be followed by 
the annual meeting, to be held within (say) a month afterwards.

I venture to suggest 
that Jewish Members of Parliament might, with advantage. more frequent] 
contier with one another and aiso Ww ith this Board, and if and when necessarv 
meet and discuss pending Bills in Parliament dealing with matters affectiny 
or calculated to affect Jewish interests so as to insure coneerted action 
or at any rate so as to avoid active Opposition and I cannot too forcibly 
submit this suggestion tor the consideration of Jewish Members of Parlia- 
ment.-especially in view of the fact that in the near future Bills may be 
introduced into Parliament dealing with our precept of Shechita and with 
sunday Trading I may remind you that about a vear ago a report Was 
issued by a Committee of the Admiralty attacking and strobgly recommend- 
ing the abolition of the Jewish Method of Slaughter.

The question of Sunday Trading is one which 
large number of our coreligionists in the Fast of 
other plac s who observe the Jewish Sabl aths and hol dAaVs, 
and it will, of course, be the duty of this Board’ to wateh carefully any 
attempted legislation on this subject and to use every reasonable effort to 
protect Jewish interests from unreasonable restrictions: and I hope and 
trust that the Board's efforts in this direction will obtain the assistance 
and suppoyt ot every Jewish Member ol Parliament Without eplion 
whatever. I feel that my address to you to-day would be incon plete with- 
out some reference to the work of the Conjoint Committee. That Com- 
mittee—which is composed of delegates from this Board and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association—is the outeome of a convention whieh was arrived at 
between those two bodies ine the vear 1878 for joint action in relation to 
foreign affairs and which, having been renewed at the end of each triennial! 
period, is still subsisting and operative. The labours of the Committee 
especially during recent years, have been of a most arduous atid anxious 
nature and—although differences of opinion have, of course, occasionally 
arisen—the delegates have throughout worked together harmoniously and in 
every sense satisfactorily, and as a result of such joint action the relations 
of the two parent bodies have become closer and closer every vear. These 
beneficial results are largely attributed to the exceptional abilities. 
capacity for work, untiring industry, and unselfish nature of the President 
of the Angio-Jewish Association. And it has been a real pleasure to me to 
work with him. (Hear, hear.) The word “friction” has no place in our 
vocabulary. (Cheers.) In closing this address, it is my duty to point out 
to you that the area open to discussion to-day is expressly limited by our 
constitution to “ Matters referred to, or arising out of the Board’s last 
Report,” which I may remind you covers the period between April, 1904, and 
April, 1905. And I hope that every speaker will try to observe the prescribed 
boundary. Fair and honest criticism of the Board's work will not be un- 
welcome to me nor, as I believe, to the other honorary officers. Speaking 
for myself, I shall regard any such criticisms to-day as a healthy sign for 
the future, and as a perfectly legitimate and well intentioned method of 
galvanising life into the work of the Board, and keeping your Executive 
Officers up to high-water mark. I venture to hope that no discordant note 
will be struck to-day. Let each one of us try to make these annual meetings 
an unqualified success by utilising them as a medium for the interchange of 
ideas and as a means for the promotion of good-fellowship. Thus utilised, 
they cannot fail to deepen the sense of common interest and common 
sentiment, and so lead the way to more active relations and more active 
sympathies not only between metropolitan and provincial congregations. 
but also betwees proviriec.a: congregations inter se. Gentlemen, it only 
remains for me to thank you for the great patience and attention with which 
you have listened to my address which, although it may fall short of yveur 
expectations, is, I can assure you, an honest effort on the part of your 
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President to advance communal unity and, as a consequence, communal 
interests. (Loud cheers.) 

Mr. J. I. Loewy (Manchester) said that although no mention of the 
Russo-Jewish atrocities was made in the report, he trusted that the Chaur- 
man would allow a little latitude. Their hearts were full of this question, 
and they would like to speak out, 

Mr. N. Laskt (Manchester) supported Mr. Loewy’s appeal. He had 
attended that meeting at great personal inconvenience to criticise the 
action of the Board in regard to the Russian atrocities. 

The PrRestpENT said he had resolved to allow a fair amount of latitude 
In this matter, but he Lope aled to the meeting not to make too great a 
demand on his indulgence. If the criticisms were fair and honest, although 
they were a little over the boundary prescribed by statute, he would not 
call any gentlemen to order. (Hear hear.) 

Mr. Gapriet Linpo, Vice-President, gave an account, as showing the 
varied nature of the work of the Board, of its action in regard to the 
Limerick boycott, the interpreting at the Whitechapel County Court, and in 
the case of a dispute with the trustees of the Mitchell Scholarship. He 
concluded by expressing his belief in the utility of the conference as a means 
of increasing public interest in the work of the Board, and drawing London 
and the Provinces nearer together 

Mr. Bentwicu said that notwithstanding the eloquerce which 
the Chairman had displayed in his address, which had charmed them all, 
they must not be led away from the consideration of the great crisis which 
faced the Jewish people, and which they had to centend with. Perhaps 
the ineeting would permit him to make a personal explanation of something 
which occurred at the last meeting of the Board. He regretted that accord- 
Ing to one of the communal journals he should have been reported to 
have used an eXpression ith reference to some contributions to the 
relief of the sufferers which he would be sorry to have made lt he 
had made use of the expression he had made it under great provocation, 
as they would remember, and in the midst of continued interruption. But 
he took the first opportunity to withdraw any strong language he might 
have used. He certainly felt that the mere giving of money was pot the 
only, or even the smallest, part of the discharge of their aaty in this crisis 

\nd it the giving of money was associated with conditions as to the applica- 
tion of the relief, which were repugnant to their humanitarian feelings, then 
such gifts were contaminated, and they could not be satisfied with even 
large SUlLIS Stu contributed There hac been it considerable Amount of 
feeling aroused owing to the form of the appeal which had been issued, and 
he had received a vast: number of communications on the subiect. The 
New Manchester Congregation had written that they regarded it as odious 
to the fair name of British Jewry, and Derby had passed formal resolytions 
endorsing his protest. The Hull Congregation had resolved to send 
their contributions through the Jewish Colonial Trust, and he had had 
letters from Oxford and Cambridge men showing the feeling of the University 
students. Speaking for himself, he had a personal statement to make. He 
could not, forget whose son he was. Mr. Oswald Simon had recently mad 
a similar reference to his recollection of his father. The late Sir John Simen 
came from a slave colony, and his (Mr. Bentwich’s) father came from a slave 
country. He was a Russian refugee, and although that was in the earlier half 
of the last century the feeling of obligation on him and the necessity to 
protest was none the less. He felt that those who had escaped (either in 
their own persons Or in those of their ancestors from the countries: of per- 
secution and who Wiis there present who eould show it different record , 
should show fellow-feeling with those who were still in that situation. He 
himself was, on his mother’s side, of so-called English parentage, but 
during the last two or three weeks he had felt more pride in his Russo- 
Jewish, than in his English, descent, having regard to the attitude appar- 
ently taken up by leaders of the Anglo-Jewish community. One could not 
help feeling some sense of humiliation at the suggestion in the official 
Appeal of a desire to exclude from the liberties of this country those who 
were now suffering from a persecution from which they had escaped. It 
was incredible that at a crisis like the present they should think of the risk 
to themselves when they ought to consider the risk of the hundreds of 
thousands who were still in Russia. The Observer had recently warned 
them that if De Witte failed “the chaotic powers of revolution will break 
forth with all their elementary force, and Russia will as likely as not become 
a howling wilderness of rapine and murder. The Jews will fall first.” But 
they had even weightier evidence than that. The author of the Aliens will 
declared in Friday's Times, “ It would be foolishly sanguine to expect that 
the great Jewish problem will be solved by a pacific development of oppor- 
tunities for the Tews in the Russian Empire.” The opinion of this dis- 
passionate critic was that the only thing to do was to emigrate the Jews to 
suitable countries, and they might even take a lesson from Roumania which 
in this great crisis had admitted Russian refugees over its borders without 
passports. They were on the eve of Resettlement Day. Were they going 
at such a time to endorse a statement which would have ‘the effect of 
excluding from the priceless benefits of liberty those who were now in the 
same position that their ancestors had been in Cromwell's time ? He did not 
believe that could be their last word on the subject, and he moved the fol- 
lowing resolution :— 
That in the opinion of this meeting of members and special delegates of the Board 
of Deputies of British Jews, the condition of the Jews in Russia who have been 
rendered homeless by the recent outrages or who are reduced to flight through the con- 
tinued attacks on life and property arising from race persecution, demands that some 
provision should be made for the refugees. And that this meeting does not favour any 
abandonment of the principle of asylum preserved by the Aliens Act, 1905. by the 
exclusion of bond fide fugitives from the scheme of relief for the sufferers. ; 


Sir Samvet Montacu: I have much pleasure in seconding that resolu- 
tion. (Cheers.) But I do not agree with the colouring given to it by Mr. 
Bentwich. He threatened me with a question which has not yet been put 
to me. Mr. Bentwich addressed and circulated broadcast what he called 
an Open Letter, and sent a copy to me as Chairman of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee. I do not think it was very courteous to a body first to 
publish an Open Letter which contained statements that were entirely 
erroneous, and then to expect an answer from that body which he has 
attacked in so unseemly a manner. He made two statements. One was 
that the Russo,Jewish Committee was a self-constituted body. That is 
not the fact. The Russo-Jewish Committee was elected through the 
medium of the late Lionel Cohen, it was accepted at the 
Mansion House when the late Cardinal Manning presided over our delibera- 
tions, and it was only in consequence of the withdrawal of the non-Jewish 
members that we, the Jewish members, direct the affairs relating to Russian 
refugees. The other erroneous statement was that we had altered our policy 
in that we were not going to assist the fugitives from Russia. That is a 
gross mistake. (Hear, hear.) All we have done now, and all we have done 
for the last twenty-two or twenty-three years has been to 
direct our poor Russian coreligionists to countries where  thev 
can better make a living than in this country. I myself. with 
the late Dr. Asher, in 1883, went to the Russian frontier in 


Galicia, and formed a committee at Lemberg for the purpose of 


directing the stream of refugees from massacre and injustice and cruelty, 
and tens of thousands of Russians were sent to the United States and 
Canada, and I am glad to think that they have prospered in

That is the only public policy which is suitable, and also practicable, and 
[ know that if a resolution were proposed at this meeting urging such a 
course it would be carried unanimous! fut I do not recommend that a 
resolution should be put It is more advisable that such an expression of 
feeling should be spontaneous Spontans dep nas. however. Ona certain 
amount of Inspiration. If vou go back to the time of the great movements 
for the independence of the Greeks, for the unification of Italy, for the 
emancipation of the Bulgarians, and: all those things that resulted in the 
Treaty of Berlin, they all came from agitation. No treaty was ever come to 
by the Powers, except under the pressure of public opinion, and now it is 
our duty, as British citizens, and not merely as Jews, to put forth that 
pressure. I ventured to say the other day to the Lord Bishop of London, 
‘My Lord, if I were a Christian I should feel that the publie worship of the 
Clyirch was marred and hindered until a loud voice had gone forth in the 
name of Jesus Christ denouncing those who slew his own kinsmen.” What 
we want is.a united protest. [ am opposed to having it in the City, because 
there it would be attributed to Jewish influence. T will conclude by wel- 
coming Sir Samuel Montagu’s declaration as to the interpretation of the 
clause in the appeal which has been misunderstood. 

Mr. B. I. Betitsna (Manchester) supported the Chairman and Mr. 
Laski in what they had said in regard to the unsatisfactory attitude of the 
Jewish members of Parliament. They had been a veritable source of weak- 
ness to the community in the House of Commons. They were undoing the 
grand traditions that had been created by Sir John Simon It had heen 
suggested that London should lead the way in regard to a public meeting. 
It was too late now for London to do that: it could only humbly follow 
the example set by the provinces 

Mr. J. 1. Jarre, speaking on behalf of the Limerick Jews, expressed 
gratitude for the work of the Board, and especially of the gentlemen who 
had visited the town to make investigations on behalf of the Board during 
the crisis there. 

Mr. A. ENGLANDER strongly urged the holding of a meeting, which he 
said would be organised by East End Jews if the Board failed to do its duty. 

The resolution was put to the vote, and carried unanimously. The 
result was received with cheers. 

Mr. B. I. BELIsHA moved the adjournment till after lunch. 
was taken, and the motion for adjournment was carried. 

Luncheon was served in an adjoining section of the hall, the special 
delegates being entertained. Grace was said by the Rev. Prof. Dr. 
Gollanez. Mr..B. I. Belisha briefly proposed the toast of the Chairman, 
which was cordially honoured. 

On resuming, 

Mr. D. 8. Garson enquired of Sir Samnel Montagu (who, the Chairman 
explained, was compelled by another engagement to leave early) whether it 
would be possible for the provinces to be represented on the Russo-Jewish 
Committee. 

Sir Samvet Monrace said that the Russo-Jewish Committee met simply 
for work and not for oratory. The General Committee met every week, and 
the Executive Committee every day except Saturday, while on Sunday com- 
munication was kept up by telephone if there was anything urgent. He did 
not think it would be advisable to have a member from the provinces. The 
Committee was glad to have advice and to hear any opinions. It had 
25 years’ experience of this work. It was a strong committee, and was ready 
to submit to them the results of its work. There were three com- 
missioners visiting the affected districts who were ae admirable tabu- 
lated results and reports of a most masterly character. He did not think 
any addition was necessary to the committee. 


The Question of a Public Meeting. 

Mr. B. T. Betisua said that in compliance with a request made to him 
during the proceedings he desired to move a resolution, and he had drafted 
it as well as he could in the fimited time at his disposal. He was troubled 
to thinK that no great public demonstration had been held at which the 
voice of the citizens of the great metropolis of the Empire could be heard, 
while town after town in England, Scotland, and Ireland had spoken wut. 
He must express the sentiments of deep regret that the great heart of 
England had not palpitated at this great outrage on the civilisation of the 
day. When he remembered the glorious history of his country, he was 
filled with shame that at the time of Kishineff no protest had been raised. 
Had the voice of England spoken through its capital then much of the 
blood which had been shed since might have been spared. There was too 
much fear and hesitation displayed by the leaders of the community. They 
hoped that now the Board of Deputies would rise to the height of this great 
oeeasion. Tf.it was not in the full sense a Jewish Parliament. it was the 
parliament_of the English Jews. Let them not be afraid to influence the 
great voicé of England, and courageously and fearlesslv invoke all that was 
best and noblest in the country in the name of long-suffering humanity. He 
moved the following resolution :— 

That this meeting deeply regrets that no great public demonstration of the citizens 
of London has yet taken place in condemnation of the Russian atrocities, and this 
meeting requests and authorises the Honorary (flicers of the Board of Deputies to 
make the necessary arrangements for holding a large representative and influential 
gathering in order to afford the citizens of the metropolis the same opportunity that

has been given to the citizens of many provincial towns. to express their abhorrence 
of the barbarous treatment to which innocent Jewish men, women and children have 
been subjected in the Russian Empire. 


He was suffering from a terrible malady, 
his life, but he would use all the strength that remained in him to express 
his views on this question. The preliminary steps Which he had sug- 
vested would, they hoped, be transiated into acts. and they would he 
able to tel] Russia that the yreal metropolis of the world condemned the 
barbarity and inhumanity committed on innocent people whose onl 
was fealty to the ancient faith to which they belonged. (Loud cheers.) 

7 Mr. O. J. Stmon, who was received with cheers, said that the soul- 
stirring speech to which they had just listened must have touched the hearts 
of everyone in the room as it would-of those who read it when r ported. He 
considered that in seconding the resolution which had been tnoved he was 
sunply following the Fifth Commandment, “Honour thy father and 
thy mother.” (Loud cheers.) Though there were men in the room senior 
to him, men who carried greater weight. men of greater abilitv. and men 
of wider experience of the affairs of life, vet he dared not run the risk of 
the resolution falling through for want of a seconder. He rose in obedience 
to the Fifth Commandment, because he knew that if Sir John Simon doud 
cheers) had been alive not a stone would have been left unturned until the 
Voice ol public had beer aroused im this « As he had 
acted in, the year IS82. and in the yeal BOO. so he would have acted tm 
the vear 1905, and he (Mr. Stmon) felt bound, as his son, to carry out his 
Views Hle had not the influence and the power which his father had been 
able to command, and he isolated, but he did not hesitat 
lo say that anything he eould possibly do to assist other men who were 
physically stronger than he was, or who had greater influence, he 
Willingly do to promote that object. He repeated the arguments 
had employed that morning in support of the policy which he advocated 

Sir SAMUEL MontTAGe said he was never afraid of taking the unpopular 
side, aril hie Was never afraid of il and he would frankly state 
what his reasons were for opposing the resolution with which he hoped Mr 
Belisha would not proceed. No-one would have welcomed more than he a 
spontaneous Christian movement in. favour of a public meeting, but eve ry- 
one would say that the meeting now proposed was engineered by the Jews 

At the very commencement he lad discussed this matier with Lord 
Rothschild Lord Rothschild, besides his donation of £10,000, had thrown 
himself heart and soul into the relief work; he had been to the Government 
over and over again, but when they saw the great democratic government ol 
the United States refusing to intervene, they saw the great difficulties which 
this question involved. A public meeting might render the situation of the 
Jews more precarious Let them not embarrass the work of the Committee 

Mr. Bentwicn said he had had heard a great many speeches from: Sir 
Samuel Montagu, but he had never heard a weaker What 
peril could the Jews he than thes were at present 

Mr. N. LAskI, In supporting the resolution, said that although a poor 
man, he had sacrificed one month of his time in reusing public opinion in 
the Nerth of Engiand, and he appealed to the Chairman to dissociate him- 
self from Sir Samuel Montagu in this matter 

Mr. GoopMan (Bristol) also supperted the resolution 

The PREsIDENT said that he was in strong sympathy with the views 
that had been so ably expressed on this subject, but he had rather dis- 
trusted his own opinion when he found leaders of the commuunityv who were 
better acquainted with the surrounding circumstances took tne Opposite 
view. .He recalled to their minds that at the last meeting of the Board 
the question of a public meeting had been raised, and he had told them 
then that the matter was receiving attention and consideration, and that 
at the proper time and in the proper quarter he would make known the views 
of the Board of Deputies, as they had been expressed. He had carried out 
that promise to the letter. He had seen Lord Rothschild, Mr. Alfred de 
Rothschild, and Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, and on the following day an 
informal meeting had been held at New Court. at which Lord Rothschild. 
Mr. Alfred de Rothschild. Sir Samuel Montagu, Mr. Claude Cy. Montefiore, 
Mr. N.S. Joseph, and himself were present The matter was discussed. with 
the result that it was not thought advisable at that time that any meeting 
should be engineered by the Jewish community. The initiative had, how- 
ever, not been taken outside, and the matter was not lost sight of, and only 
last Wednesday it was brought up ata meeting of the Conjoint Committee 
which was attended by Mr. Simon. (Mr. ©. J. Stmwon: And I voted in the 
minority.) At this meeting certain communications of a private character 
had been made which influenced a decision against a meeting. The state- 
ments had. since been contradicted, so thatthe matter was by no means 
res judicata. He promised to bring the subject up again, and his hands 
would be strengthened if no resolutions were passed. 

Mr. J. Il. Jarre said that the Chief Rabbi had published a letter from 
a Russian Rabbi, who advocated the free expression of public opinion. 

The PRESIDENT said that poe the first part of the resolution could 
be carried and the rest omitted. 

Mr. Bewtsua refused to accept this proposal. 

Mr. A. Cotton opposed the fesolution. 

Mr. J. Praa said he did not see the use of the resolution. The time 
had gone by for public meetings. There was no Government in Russia on 
which they could have the slightest effect. 

Mr. J. I. Loewe supported the resolution, which he hoped would not 
be withdrawn. 

The PrestpEent said fhat his suggestions had hitherto not met with 
much favour, and he hesitated to make another, but he thought they might 
all vote for a resolution such as this :— 


That this annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Deputies and special delegates 
deeply regrets that no great public demonstration of the citizens of London has yet 
taken place in condemnation of the Russian atrocities, and emphatically urges the 
early re-consideration of the matter. 

Mr. BELIsHA intimated that he would be willing to accept this modified 
proposal in view of the President's promise to press the matter in the 
strongest possible manner at his interview with Lord Rothschild on the fol- 
lowing day. At the same time, he wished it to be clearly understood that 
his acquiesence on this occasion must not be taken as favouring the creation 
of a precedent by which the Board of Deputies, their only representative 
Jewish body, could be superseded by any individual members of the com- 
munity, however much beloved and respected they might be. /, 

In reply to Mr. Bentwich, the PrestpENt promised that the subject 
should have an early place on the agenda of the next meeting of the Board. 

The modified resolution was then carried unanimously. 

The PREsIDENT said that what had taken place had impressed him very 
much because he felt now, if he had not before, how very important it was

LETTER FROM PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT. 

The New York correspondent of the Daily Telegraph sent thy 
cable on Friday :— 

To commemorate the 200th anniversary of the coming of the first Jews 
to America celebrations are now being held in various parts of the United 
States. The event has drawn from many’ noted men eloquent tributes to 
the sterling worth of Jews as American citizens. It is estimated that there 
are about one nillion Jews in the States. and it is admitted that tine V have 
contributed largely to the progress of the country. Naturally the shadow 
of the Russian atrocities has marked the celebrations everywhere 

President Roosevelt has just written a letter to American Jews com- 
mending their citizenship, in the course of which he says: “ The lamentable 
and terrible suffering to which so many of the Jewish people in other lands 
have been subjected makes me feel it my duty, as head of the American 
people, not only to express my deep sympathy for them as I now do, but, at 
the same time, to point out what fine qualities of citizenship have been 
displaved by men of the Jewish faith and race, who, having come to this 
eountry, enjoy the benefits of free institutions and equal treatment before 


the law. I feel very strongly that 1f any people are oppressed anywhere the 
wrong Inevitably reacts in the end on those who oppress them, for it is an 
Immutable law in the spiritual world that no-one can wrong others and vet 


in the end himself escape unhurt.”

That Jews accompanied the navigator on his first vovage was a fact well- 
know! but it was, perhaps, not so well-known that the first European 
to set i n American soll was’a member of our marvellous race. It was 
on the 2nd August. lv, that the edict expelling our ancestors from Spain 
took effect, and it was on the following day that Columbus set sail with his 
three ships if remarkable which the navivator lf noticed 


in a letter to one of his Jewish patrons. Moreover, it was Jewish treasure 
that equipped his second expedition; but this was a forced levy, procured 
from the sale of the effects of the exiled Jews. It was natural that these 
exiles, and those who had remmained behind by concealing their Judaism, 
should make, in considerable numbers, for the New World they had helped 
to discover. But even there they were not saie from the arm of the Inquisi- 
tion. Very shortly after the discovery of America, Inquisitorial courts were 
set up, and the sixteenth century was not far advanced before Jewish 
Marranos were handed over to their jurisdiction. Brazil. in whose dis- 
covery Jewish mariners had also participated, became, in the course of half 
a century, so populated with refugees from Spain and Portugal that laws 
were passed prohibiting any further numbers trom settling there. But the 
Brazilian Jews had become a military factor to be reckoned with. When 
the country was invaded by Holland,-and the Dutch captured it from the 
Portuguese, not unnaturally they sided with the invader, from whom 
they were sure of that toleration which had been denied them by their 
former masters. It was only when Brazil came under Dutch rule, in 1624, 
that these Sephardic settlers were able to unite in forming a congregation. 
Henceforth, the Jewish community was reinforced by migrations from 
Holland itself, and the community became so important that Manasseh ben 
Israel himself had serious thoughts of joining it. Had he carried his inten- 
tion into effect, the story of the Resettlement in England would have been 
modified. Certainly, we should not be celebrating Cromwell's 
Whitehall Conference, the 250th anniversary of which fell on the 
4th December. In the war which subsequently broke out between the Dutch 
and the Portuguese, the Brazilian Jews, of course, suffered, and when the 
Dutch surrendered Brazil, in 1654, the Jewish colony was broken up, and 
many of its members sought an asylum in what was then known as New 
Holland. That was the event—the first organised settlement of Jews in 
North America, dating from the following year—which our trans-Atlantic 
coreligionists were that day commemorating. 

Towards the end of 1654, a party of 23 Sephardim, who had left Brazil 
after the expulsion of the Dutch from that colony, took sail in the “Saint 
Caterina,” and landed in New Amsterdam. Peter Stuyvesant was then the 
Dutch Governor of the City, and his reception of the newcomers was anv- 
thing but friendly. If he had had his will, he would probably have 
excluded them altogether. But the Dutch Government at home, to whom 
he appealed for instructions, were better disposed to their Jewish subjects. 
They were allowed to take up their residence in New Holland. and “to 
sail and trade” there; “ provided,” it was stipulated,—but the stipulation 
was surely unnecessary—* the poor among them shall not become a burden 


Sto the community, but be supported by their own nation.” Meanwhile, the 


small Jewish colony had been increased by a number of settlers from 
European Holland. The position of the new community was, at first. some- 
what precarious. They were not privileged to purchase a burial ground or 
to erect a synagogue, though doubtless they had some sort of congregational 
worship in 1655, or thereabouts. Nor might they be employed in the public 
service, or engage in retail trade. Permission was even refused them to 


mount guard over the city. But on appealing to the authorities at hone 
this order was reversed, and the unfriendly attitude of Governo

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LETTER FROM THE JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF AMERICA. 


The Rev. Prof. Dr. H. Gollancz, President of the Jewish Historical Society 
of England, writes to us under date December 
__ The Jewish Historical Society of England has 
joined letter from America, and | hasten to forward 
fident that it will be read with widespread interest and satisfaction. Owing 
to the fearfal crisis in Russia, in which our brethren are suffering so terribly, 

undergoing an experience, though by no means new, yet unparalleled for 
ferocity and inhumanity in the annals of history it was decided to postpone 
our contemplated festivities in connection with the 250th anniversary of the 
signiticant Whitehall Conference sammoned by Oliver Cromwell in 1655. 
Nevertheless we have been celebrating this anniversary in spirit, and we 
have contrasted in our minds, with feelings of renewed ‘and ever-increasing 
loyaity to the Throne and sincere gratitude to the British Constitution, our 
condition as Jews here in blessed .ogland with the dismal and despairing 
lot of our hapless brethren in darkest Russia. All English Jews have in 
this sense observed the anniversary, and they will read with delicht this most 
eloquent and most cordial greeting from America. After all, our American 
friends, who for years past have made sucha noble stand—an example to other 
countries--on behalf of our persecuted brethren in Russia. will appreciate 
that we have only been acting in the same spirit that animated them, for 
in to-day's press we read that yesterday, on the ith December—the very day 
on which we had intended to celebrate, by an appropriate banquet, the 
\ hitehall Confe rence—the Jews throughout america showed their sympathy 
for the vitcims of the Russian atrocities by observing the day as a day 
of mourning. In New York alone 125,000 Jews marched through the strec ts, 
each wearing a ba dof crape on his left arm, and proceeding black 
banners. ‘Such a wonderful demonstration of sympathy, we read, has 
seldom before been witnessed in America; it was the greatest demonstra- 
tion in America in the history of the Jews. How then could we Jews in 
England fittingly rejoice whilst we knew that the hearts of our brethren 
abroad were bleeding and breaking? At the present critical juncture in 
Jewish affairs the interchange of friendly greetings between the Jews of the 
Old World and the New, is peculiarly valuable. For we have here more than 
mere words; we have the expression also of a community of ideals and 
aspirations, a determination to face the futare—Heaven knows what it may 
yet bring-- with devotion, loyalty and undaunted courage. :

Dear Sitr,—At the last meeting of our Executive 
secretary presented the most cordial letter of congratulation forwarded on 
your behalf by Mr. Israel Abrahams, as your presiding officer, upon our 
two hundred and fiftieth anniversary, and it was unanimously resolved that 
this letter should form part of our “ Anniversary Proceedings.” We were 
deputed to thank your Society most warmly for its hearty greetings, and 
to extend to you our sincere congratulations, in return, upon the celebration 
which you will hold on December 3rd and ith, of the 250th anniversary of 
the “Whitehall Conference.” In’ discharging this pleasurable duty, we 
beg leave to add that your kind inessage was all the more welcome, because 
we in America have long since learned-to admire the distinguished spokes- 
man Who phrased your felicitous greetings for you, the author of “ Jewish 
Life in the Middle Ages,” which has long been a classic in our midst. 

We are proud to learn that you are willing to claim our celebration as, 
“after all, an English celebration.” While both you and we must turn to 
Holland, the “ Holy Land of Modern Europe,” in the course of our respective 
celebrations, to trace the impetus from which arose the events which we 
are celebrating, we, as well as you, cannot fail to appreciate that it was the 
dearly cherished “ British Constitution ” and the beloead “ English Common 
Law,” which we still share with you, and their spirit, that made possible 
that Jewish development in our respective countries which we both to-day 
love to emphasise, and which enabled us both to outpace our Dutch core- 
ligionists in strength and success, intellectual and material. You, like our- 
selves, have preferred to select, as the particular occasion for to-day’s cele- 
bration, not the stray, isolated, possibly accidental first arrival of 
a Jewish settler but the formal, official grant or declaration which assured 
to the Jewish settler equality hefore the law. These resulted, with you 
as with us, in the establishment of Jewish citizenship in our respective 
lands, and advanced us immeasurably over and above the status of 
“ Schutzjuden,” whose rights were dependent upon the mere whim and 
caprice of each successive ruler. 

We rejoice that you have so happily chosen, as the occasion of your 
celebration, the convening of the “ Whitehall Conference,” not merely 
because of its happy illustration of the fact you point out, that “it was 
unique testimony to the change which was coming over the world,” “ Oliver 
Cromwell and Manasseh ben Israel—Puritan and Jew—then stood side by 
side as immortal champions of toleration and justice,”—names which we 
in America also hold in honoured memory—but also for the narrower 
reason that we, as well as you, found our rights builded on adamantine 
rock, and not on mere sand, when English judges solemnly declared at 
Whitehall that “there was no law which forbad the Jews’ return into 
England.” Lawyers may even to-day be inclined to question the correct- 
ness of this exposition of the English common law as transmitted from the 
“Dark Ages,” but Mr. Abrahams has given us a conclusive justification 
and explanation of the holding, in saying that it was “testimony to the 
change which was coming over the world,” a repudiation of Middle Age 
higotry and hateful, unreasonable discrimination. The full portent of the 
declaration may not have been recognised at the time, and Manasseh ben 
Israel may have gone to his grave, heartbroken at his failure to secure an 
affirmative grant, which even he was quite ready to accept with expressed 
limitations and restrictions, but he “ builded better than he knew,” and 
could safely leave the matter to an All-wise Providence! Starting with the 
declaration that the laws did not forbid Jewish settlement on English soil, 
neither at home nor abroad, Jewish disabilities disappeared one after the 
other, sometimes quicker and with less effort on our newer soil than at 
home. But you secured for us, almost immediately after the re-admission, 
without any new legislative fiat, the holding which we, as well as you, 
profited by, that Jews were competent witnesses, entitled to equal credit 
with the non-Jew, and as a result, the whole fabric of the “Oath More 
Judaico ” (tne discriminative Jewish oath) disappeared on both sides of the 
Atlantic, and your Council for the Plantations solemnly decreed, in 1672, 
it: the case of a New York resident, Rabba Couty, that Jewish freemen on 
British soil were not “aliens” within the meaning of your “ Navigation 
Laws,” and your Foreign Office solemnly asserted in 1676, in the case of 
some Jews from Surinam, that British Jews settled in the Colonies are

Message from Mr. W. Holman-Hunt. 


Mr. Holman-Hunt has sent us the following communication, which 
reached us too late to be included with the messages printed in our last issue : 
—I am gratified to learn that the 250th anniversary of the resettlement of 
the Jewish race in England is to be commemorated in December of this year. 
Ever since the date of the Council presided over by Oliver Cromwell the 
Jews have been in England a law-abiding people and have never provoked 
exceptional control. * Indeed, the only legislation on their account, in our 
generation, was for their enfranchisement from all national disabilities in 
recognition of their a’ solute trustworthiness as British subjects. lKecog- 
nising their ample loyalty to our Crown and laws, it is impossible for us to 
accept any excuses for their persecution by other nations or to regard the 
abominable cruelties committed by the Government, officials of provinces and 
the soldiers of Giod-forgetting Russia without bitter shame, since the deeds 
are done in the name of the religion brought to the Gentiles by one of the 
race to which the victims belong. We mast not be satisfied with empty 
commiseration and sympathy alone for the Jewish sufferers; we must join 
those who are striving to provid> a sure place of refuge for all who can 
escape from persecution. Time presses, for every hour adds fresh victims. 
Severs! years ago, Sir, you kindly allowed me to express an idea of the best 
means to secure to the Jews their ancient home, as mapped out by Moses, in 
Syria. | then found that my idea had been in part anticipated by the 
Zionists. While the people of this country have every reason for confidence 
in the loyalty of the Jews to our Crown and Parliamentary system, the Jews 
on their side have reason to understand that our country has no delight in 
arrogant methods nor uses repression unless provoked by violence. With 
such mutual trust there should be no difficulty on the part of the Jewish 
outeasts to decide on the conditions for accepting the grant of land in Africa. 
Until the Committee on December 4th have waited upon the Colonial 
Secretary, it would be premature to prejudice the view of the Committee in 
any way, but since the Jewish Territorial Organisation have notified their 
willingness to accept among them the refugees of other races who, in their 
escape from tyrannical power, may not be so ripe for peaceful ideas as 
themselves, would it not seem reasonable to avoid all demands for autonomy 
or such conditions as might hamper the Government in its generosity ? With 
all cordial wishes for the speedy fulfilment of the project for an African 
Colony as also for the ultimate success of the Zionist movement. .... 


The Rey. Prof. Dr H Gellanez, President of the Jewish Historical 
Society, preached on Saturday at the Bayswater Synagogue on “The 
Mission of Israel and the Whitehall Conference.” Having referred to the 
condition of the Jews in the pre-Expulsion period, he said: Great Britain 
has slowly been making amends for her past conduct; she has endeavoured 
to deserve well of the judgment of unerring truth and justice; she has come 
not under the ban of the curse, but under the benign influence of the pre- 
dicted blessing, “ Blessed are they that bless thee.” For it would seem 
that the greatness and blessedness of this country, the exalted position 
which it has obtained in the opinion of the world, its remarkable expansion 
in every continent, this pre-eminent condition cannot be regarded as the 
result of chance, nor even of diplomacy, but it can, perhaps, best be 
explained, or only be explained, by the fact that civil and religious equality, 
justice without partiality, are the bases upon which—for some period at all 
events--this country’s foundations have been firmly laid. Whatever the 
immediate outcome of the Whitehall Conference, one thing is certain, that 
it decided unequivocally that “there was no law which forbad the Jews’ 
return into England.” It is on this account, if for no other more decided 
yronouncement, that the Whitehall Conference must be regarded by us 
Seve with peculiar interest and grateful emotions, and has to be looked 
upon by us as a red-letter day, both in the annals of Jewish history as in 
the annals of Anglo-Jewish history. Nay, I might add, it is a significant 
and highly important date in the history of Jews the world over. We had 
intended to celebrate, and preparations were already in progress for celebrat- 
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ing in a fitting manner this highly important date in Anglo-Jewish history. 
But, alas', as you but too well know, the old-world tragedy has again been 
enacted before our eyes, in which our brethren appear as the world’s 
martyrs. Recent events in Russia in which our poor brothers and sisters 
have suffered BO mers llessly . and the continued state of unrest there whik hy 
nay precipitate matters at a moment's notice, have weighed with us, and 
we have determined, amid great disappointment, to abandon—at all events 
for the present—the festive celebrations to which we had all been looking 
forward with so much pleasurable satisfaction and genuine gratitude. For 
how can we openly rejoice, While our brethren in other lands are sorrowing ? 
How can we Jews adequately and cheerfully celebrate Israel's triumph and 
happiness in one ecouniry, while in another land Israel is being hunted and 
chased as the beasts of the field, denied the very right of existence, plunged 
Into misery and mourning, outraged, massacred, and given to the flames ? 
But one thing we, as a congregation, We as a COMMUNITY, cal lo 
calling to mind the fact-of the Whitehall Conference of 250 years ago, and 
itis this: With hearts full of gratitude to the Eternal Disposer of Events, 
and with grateful recollection of the services rendered to the cause of 
enlightenment by Heaven's two messengers, Oliver Cromwell and Manasseh 
ben Israel, we may contrast our condition here in England at the present 
hour—due to the event which we all have in mind to-day—with the hapless 
condition of our brethren in the dominions of the Russian kinpire But 
there is another point. It 1s a message of hope: it is a prayer, an sarnest, 
deep-seated prayer, an aspiration alter a condition of things, which we 
Jews would rather see realised than not. We should remember that some 
countries do not adapt themselves in an equal degree and equally quickly 
ty principles which to other countries appear so simple and elementary. Itis 
~>0 vears since the Whitehall Conference, and we Jews in England havé not 
been able to boast of full recognition during the whole, or even the greater

With the exception, | think. of Str Moses 
Mountetiore, no English Jew has so far attained a conimanding reputation outside our 
local circles Vhe centre of Jewish science is Germany, the intense religious fervour is in 
Poland and Russia. while the political leadership of our race seems to have crossed the 
Atlantic and now is the possession and privilege of the Jews of America It has its 
absorbing interest to us who live here, but where is the matter of the Resettlement of 
the Jews in England one of really supreme importance to the ordinary educated 
Eaglishman and +:nglishwoman of to-day Its profound significance lies here. It is 
the symbol of a great change in English ideas; it constitutes an advance upon the 
road of progress which the English nation has passed over; it is an indication of the 
way in which Englishmen of all classes were thinking. and working, and hoping 
upon the gravest of all subjects. The .Jew is always the test of a country. He is, as it 
were, the weak link in the chain of civilised humanity. If he lives unmolested 
respected, acknowledge! an equal in the’ brotherhood of patriotism—if he. 
through this sense of fraternity has been given time and opportunity to rise 
to the level of the privilege there accorded him —the country where these circum- 
stances obtain, we may be sure, is free, prosperous, orderly, strong, and at 
peace. The importance of the Resettlement of the Jews in England, then, is 
because it 18 the indication of the profound chanve which had come over the minds 
of the people of this country, The constitution of the ce yuntry was practically the 
same, both in 1290, when they were sent away, and in 1655, when they were allowed to 
return. At both dates Parliament was supreme. The change was in the minds of 
men. in their outlook upon life, in their conception of what nationality means. Men's 
minds were broader; they took in larger views. And the chief factor in the education 
of tnglishmen was undoubtedly the study of the Hebrew Bible. The translators of 
the Hebrew Bible were the men that made the key which their spiritual descendants. 
the Puritans, used afterwards to open the doors of Enzland to the people of the Bible. 


In the course of his sermon at the Bradford Synagogue the Rev. Reuben Tribich 
referred, last Sabbath, to the 250th anniversary of the Resettlement. Speaking on 
“the digging of wells” he said that many of our enjoyments, both in civil and 
religious life, were the sweeter for being the work of our forefathers. We must 
lovingly remember Manasseh ben Israel, whose whole life was given to the noble task 
of providing some home, some resting-place, for his hunted brethren. Ue digged for 
us here the well of liberty, and we must guard against the danger of becoming 
Philistines and stopping up the precious work. Ours it must surely be to repay our 
freedom by doing our duty to our adopted country, by giving of our best 
to its guidance and life, by taking wilingly upon ourselves the responsibilities that 
our citizenship entailed. 


At a meeting held on Monday under the auspices of the tiull Branch of the Jewish 
Territorial Organisation, Mr. E. E. Cohen in the chair, the following resolution was 
adopted: —“ That this gathering of the members of the Hull branch of the’ ITO.” 
meeting on the eve of the 250th anniversary of the re-settlement of the Jews in England. 
gratefully records its thankfulness for the asylum afforded the members of its faith 
during the centuries, and the extension to its people of the great principles of civil 
and religious liberty. In undying remembrance, 4 cherishes the name of the great 
Protector, Uliver Cromwell, whose love and advocacy of religious toleration for all 
creeds made the return of the Jews possible. This meeting finds no more fitting 
method of expressing that appreciation than by pledging itself to secure the same 
benefits for its oppressed hretbren by placing them under the protection of the 
British flac.”

By the efforts of the Rev. Dr. J. L. Landau, a Congregational Library 
has been established in connection with the Park Synagogue. Many 
valuable books, especially on Hebraica, have already been acquired 

On November 2nd the-Goldtields Masonic Lodge installed its new 
Master, Bro. B. Starfield. Bro. Landau. was presented. with a handsome 
silver tea and coffee-service, on retiring from the post of Master, together 
with a solid silver salver, which was suitably engraved.

THE “BUND” AND THE “ SELF-DEFENCE. ” 


sik,.—The temptation to parody the opening sentence of Dr. Gaster's 
letter to vou ol The Reign of Terror in Odessa” is irresistibl It is, 
Indeed, ~ unfortunate - for him at least—that he should have ventured to 
Correct 3 1 Without having himself ascertained the facts at first hand.”

igWnerance on that head cannot be accounted to him for a reproa h: but 11 
is quite a different matter when he affects to write authoritatively on other 
branches of the Society s aACTIVILY, Without having previously lamilliarised 
himself with its official reports, in which those branches are fully dealt 
with. The result is no fewer than six misstatements within the narrow 
compass of the nine lines of which the second paragraph ot his letter to 
you 1s composed. 

These misstatements are as follows 

1. “ The Bund is a radical socialistic ‘Trade Union’” (as distinct from 
a “Jewish revolutionary party”). From its inception it was a revolutionary 
organisation, though working mainly on Trade Union lines, but after its 
third Convention in 1900 it became primarily political and revolutionary 

2. “Without any ramification or influence in the South. of Russia.” 
The report for 1903-1904 gives a list of the most Important branches, among 
which Odessa and Kieff are specially mentioned. 

3.“ They are only Jewish in name.” Membership is exclusively 
Jewish, and the synagogues are frequently used for the meetings. More- 
over, the Bund always claims to be the sole representative ol the “ Jewish 
proletariat.” 

4. “And plead for an autonomous settlement of the Jews in Russia.” 
This is not quite in agreement with the previous misstatément, but it 1s 
otherwise unleunded In a recent proclamation the Bund summarised its 
programme as being identical with that of International Social Democracy. 
It claims .“ equal civil and political rights for all nationalities in Russia,” 
subject only to the use of their own languages in schools and public life. 

+. “They form part of the great Socialistic Organisation in Russia.” 
The Bund formally seceded, for tactical reasons, from the “ Russian Social 
Democratic Organisation,” at the Convention of 1903, and has ever since 
been absolutely independent. 

6. The Geneva Committee is only “for publication purposes.” Pub- 
lication is only ene of many branches of its activity. It is called the 
“ Foreign Committee,” and all the Bundist “sections” in Europe and 
America are subject to it. In this sense it is certainly a Central Committee. 
Its revenue is, indeed, larger than that of the Central Committee in Russia. 

With regard to the Self-Defence Committees, Dr. Gaster has also been 
misinformed. The movement originated at the fifth Convention of the Bund. 
held two months after the Kishineff massacres, and was, in the first 
instance, entirely organised by the Bund. One of the earliest Self-Defence 
Committees established by it was in Odessa, where 400 men were enrolled 
and armed. As the work was exclusively Jewish and formed no essential 
part of the political programme of the Bund, the Committees were organised 
as independent bodies, and all elements—Christian, as well as Zionist- 
were admitted. The “-Poalei Zion” are a very insignificant body in com- 
yarison with the Bund. Funds in support of the Self-Defence movement 
ate always been collected by the Bund, and are specially acknowledged in 
the reports. 

All these facts are set forth in the official publications of the Bund. 

Dr. Gaster states positively that the Bund has not supplied the Self- 
Defence Committees with arms, and that the Geneva Committee has not 
been concerned in the work. I am sorry that I have no official publications 
to quote on these heads. The Bund will, no deubt, make the facts known 
in due course. Meanwhile, I can say from my personal knowledge that the 
facts will not be found to agree with Dr. Gaster’s allegations.

THE MASSACRES IN RUSSIA. 

Srr,—There is no Government in Russia at the present time: no Gov- 
ernment in the sense which implies the power of law and order: no power 
to which remonstrances would be of any avail. Tsardom, as _ it 
existed hitherto, is in its death throes. Nobody here can con- 
ceive the state of anarchy that exists in Russia. How long this 
state of things will be continued, what awful scenes of carnage 
will be witnessed by a _ world appalled but helpless, and what 
form of government will ultimately be evolved on the ashes of the old 
régime, these are questions which no-one can answer. The position of the 
Jews 1s a terrible one indeed, and the idea of helping them to remain in 
Russia will have to be seriously modified. Between the upper and nether 
millstones of contending parties, it is our people that will be the sufferers 
Whatever reforms are ultimately obtained, whatever new system of Govern- 
ment may be procured, the Jews will have been the victims of each con- 
tending force. No-one can protect them. The Government, even if it were 
willing, even if it were not steeped in the blood shed during the pogroms 
which it organised, can do nothing now, and the people, with the exception 
of those in Poland, are unwilling, unable, or incapable, of stretching out a 
hand to succour them. 

The Russian proletariat are in no position for self-government. Unfor- 


tunate though the fact is, and however regretfully we may record it, it js 
none the less true. They are, in the main, unfit for representative instity. 
tions, and im apable, at the present time, ot building up a new system of 
Government. Docile, patient, and long-suffering, they have been so lon, 
driven to do everything that was expected of them that it will take lon, 
years to put upon them the spirit of responsibility and the capacity fo 
self-administration. What is to be done with a people such as this’ \, 
may ery aloud in our anguish and horror at the massacre of our brethre) 
hut the value ol such outcry at the present moment 18 nil, or, perhaps 
worse than that.

in the country the peasants are rising. A “ Peasant Tsar,” Zakhary, ha- 
come forward: he has already 16,000 followers, and everywhere these ar 
marching to destroy all property and to commit the vilest cruelties. The 
army is sullen and mutinous; here and there even the Cossacks murmur 
And in this hideous welter, only one thing is certain: that the Jews, hate: 
alike by all parties, will be ground to dust between the millstones of th: 
contention. If they do not defend themselves, the victims will be num- 
bered, not by hundreds, but by hundreds of thousands, and their miser’ 
wili be unthinkable. 

From this imminent danger Zionism offers no. escape, and the “ IT 
programme, however well it deserves to be supported as a practical solutiv. 
of many difficulties, cannot be carried. out quickly enough. Its work mus 
of necessity be gradual, and it cannot tackle such a job as, say, the emigre: 
tion and resettlement of at least two million souls within the next six, ° 
even twelve, months. 

There remains only armed self-defence to be considered. Good wor 
has already been done in this direction; far more remains to do. Of cours: 
the public collection of moneys to buy arms and the open smuggling | 
the latter into Russia, however justifiable, are not feasible, but there ts | 
simple way of attaining the desired end. In Russian Poland there ha- 
been no Jew-baiting, there will be none. The Polish parties, both Revolu- 
tionary and Nationalist, have declared that they will not allow it, and the 
Polish Jews have been armed and defended at the expense of the Nationa’! 
Committees. These bodies would undoubtedly be willing to accept th: 
extended task of protecting the helpless masses of Jews in South-Wester! 
Russia itself, if the necessary funds were provided, but if they are to take 
up this additional burden the cost should be found from without.

I forbear from touching the 
precious portrait, lest I prove too unkind ar Eiconoclast. or portrait-sponler, 
There is a species of art whereby a marvellously striking effect is pro- 
duced by painting your figure on a blurred, shadowy, ‘and “ wrongly 
perspectived © back-ground. As regards the present masterpiece, if kind- 
‘ness causes me to spare the perfected figure, | must regretfully analyse the 
artists method in respect of the background, with its false perspective. 
Mr. Green conveys the Hnpression that | ‘talked out - the meeting. 
ao that “it was too late for anvone to offer a reply.” I have before me (as 
[ write) a message sent to me by Mr. Green nimself, in answer to my 
question addressed to him, “ What procedure do you suggest 2?” His words 
were as follows :—*" You speak and say what you will, and then the meeting 
closes. I fear for the chances of a dignified discussion. Similarly, 
one might point to Inconsistency and inaccuracy throughout. but to do this 
might, perhaps, run the risk of roughly handling the perfect portraiture 
which I am so anxious to spare. I think I ean best illustrate Mr. Green's 
method by applying it to some of his own utterances culled from his paper on 
“ The Loeal of the College.” I take but one sentence at random: 
oe While the Christians (i.e., the Presbyterian students who were formerly at Queen 
Square House) could cultivate. style for their sermons beneath the lordly trees of 


Addison's Walk, the Jewish students could do the same in satiric proximity to the 
Hospital for Diseases of the Nervous System.” : 


Following Mr. Green's method, I proceed to point out :- 
. (1) The Presbyterian students are domiciled on the Madingley Road. 
Cambridge; the journey from Cambridge to Oxford is troublesome and 
expensive ; and I fear, therefore, that the said students have not the incom- 
parable advantage of cultivating style for their sermons beneath the lordly 
trees of Addison’s Walk at Oxford. 

(2) Here we have a Jewish minister actually suggesting that the main 
requirement for a Jewish parson is the cultivation of style for his sermons 
while lolling under lordly trees. Who could credit such a thing! Surely 
the preacher has but to look into his heart—and his daily paper. Pace Mr. 
Green, I will venture to say that there are nobler sides of a minister's 
training: ete., ete., ad lib. 

(3) And, again, to think that so great a philanthropist as the Rev. A. A. 
Green should sneer at Jews’ College on account of its proximity to a 
hospital! Could there be a more fitting place for our Clergy Training College? 
How much better the result than the selfishness induced by lazying. or 
cultivating style, beneath the lordly trees of Addison’s Walk. or even by 
toiling at Oxford for the vain and worthless hall-mark of an Oxford degree 
or an Oxford diploma! Alas, Mr. Green “ will not be content until he has 
crowned his other achievements by the differentiation ” of an Oxonian Jewish 
iinister and a non-Oxonian Jewish rabbi, “ so that the man in the street.

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF’S MISTAKE. } 

Sirn,—Every body will share Mr. Wolf's sorrow for his present helpless 
which prevents him from dealing more fully and formally with the dis- 
tressing subject of the massacres in Russia, though one cannot agree with 
him when he does not recognise their anti-Jewish character. It is surely 
a poor consolation for the victims to be’ told that they are not being 
issacred as Jews, but as reformers, as this term might apply to active o1 
izvhting revolutionists, but searcely ta the old men, women, and infants 
killed in mutual combat, but wantonly slaughtered.in their cellars and 
varrets where they had sought satety in vain. 

Mr. Lucien Wolf entirely misreads the fatal nature of the Jewish 
question when he imagines that its misery is limited to their sufferings Ais 
Jews, for the number of anti-Semites pure and simple is comparatively ver 
small. The immense difficulty of solving the Jewish question hes precisely 
in its subtlety and in its innumerable disguises. The vast majority of our 
adversaries are not conscious, but, rather, unconscious anti-Semites, who 
are persuaded that they have nothing against us as Jews, and merely object 
to our forming or belonging to a hostile class or party. The essence of anti- 
Semitism and the hopeless mtricacy of the Jewish question does not consist 
in a conscious persecution of Jews as such, but in identifying them with 
everything that is hateful and undesirable to our neighbours, according to 
their different interests and likings. Thus, M. Pobiedonostzeff protesses 
friendliness for the Jewish race, and only persecutes them for not finding 
salvation in the fold of the Greek-Orthodox Church. General Ignatieff 
professed a great interest in the welfare ot the Jews, for whom he invented 
the temporary rules, or May Laws, and improvised, with the assistance of 
Plehve, anti-Jewish riots twenty-three years ago, when the most prominent 
Russian revolutionist in London attempted to hold a public meeting 1n 
vindication of the rioters in order to counteract the indignation meeting 
held at the time at the Mansion House. When Plehve became himself the 
all-powerful minister he instituted the improved massacres, at Kishineff, of 
Jews, to whom he objected, not as Jews, but as revolutionists, while he over- 
whelmed Mr. Lucien Wolf himself with his solicitude for their lot. 

In spite of all the diversity of the different standpoints between a 
Byzantine grand inquisitor and an atheistic anarchist, there is a common 
denominator to be found in their treatment of the Jew, whom they are 
willing to consider as their equal, but on condition of his accepting their 
own religious, social, or political creed. The Jews are not entitled to hold 
individual opinions, but everybody implicitly or explicitly demands from 
the Jews that they shall belong as a body to his own particular party or 
fraction, and as there is always more than one such party, the Jews cannot 
satisfy any fraction and are identified by each with its opponents, and 
persecuted as such, being always crushed between the hammer and the 


anvil of clashing races or classes. I, therefore, had serious misgivings when. 


Mr. Lucien.Wolf and Mr. Soskice pointed to the Bund as the only means 
of salvation, as I foresaw the danger of a specifically Jewish revolutionary 
organisation for whose brave exploits the opposing party is only too likely 
to take cruel revenge on the peaceful, non-combatant and helpless portion 
of the Jewish population. The latest massacres have exceeded my worst 
apprehensions. | 

With all deference to Mr. Lucien Wolf, I cannot help thinking that it 
does not make much difference whether the Jew is made to suffer as a 
heretic, infidel, capitalist, bourgeois, reformer, socialist, or revolutionist, as 
long as the verdict invariably runs: “It is the Jew who is guilty,” with 
the identical result. “ Der Jude wird verbrannt.”

Sir,—May I crave space in your valuable columns to write a word or 
so upon our Jewish Clubs and their influence ? I would very much like to 
ask the founders or the members of the Committees of these clubs if they 
ever give it a thought, have these clubs come to last, and for what purpose 
are they ? Are they to render amusements and frivolities only, such as to 
encourage billiard playing, dancing, smoking and such like, the boys’ or 
men's clubs to make arrangements with the girls’ clubs to ask their special 
friends to these dances, and so cause jealousy among the members who are 
not asked ? Why are not these clubs abolished altogether, and the people 
who are really interested endeavour to make some arrangement with a 
really good institution, like the Polytechnic, which is established upon 
a sound footing, to open a Jewish section, and to allow some of the present 
heads to be upon the sub-committees, so as to superintend it? Would 
not this be doing something for our poor which would last, and bring 
our friends in whom we are so interested something really worth having ? 
For I would ask, what is going to become of these Clubs, such as the Dean 
Street Club, after its present enthusiastic moving spirit is unable to devote 
her attention to it any more, which, of course, must happen one day. Also, 
should the Club in Tottenham Court Road live, the same would apply to 
that. Would it not be a much grander idea and scheme if the heads of all 
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these clubs could combine and manage to persuade the Polytechnic to 
open such a branch as I suggest ? This would last, one might almost say 
for ever. The Jews who can only talk Yiddish could learn English and 
everything else, the boys be brought up to respectable trades, the girls be 


able to help themselves; they would be able to obtain intelligent holidays, 


and so become not only worthy Jews, lil worthy English Jews Most of 
us who are at present interested in this class of good work have, I feel sure, 
read the life and letters of Quintin Hogg by his daughter, and will therefore 
know what a wonderful institution this Polytechnic is and what marvellous 
work is done, Should we not, indeed. be doing some, not good, but lasting 
good, for those of our brothers and sisters whom we wish to see get some 
happiness and knowledge ut of life. and fen times more than any of these 
small clubs can do? Would this not make our Jewish friends so much 
broader-minded and they would not be disposed to seek only pleasures 
and frivolities, for they would, see others around them interested in so many 
fine industries: all these industries being supplied, of course, at a rate, 
“ing on such a gigantic scale, that it is absolutely impossible for any of 
the present clubs to give anything.at all to be compared with it for treble 
the moneys May I ask how many of our clubs pay their way? I expect 
t one but what must eall upon its enthusiastic supporters for financial 
help \fter our working days tor the elubs are over, or even when we have 
to leave this planet, we should have the satisfaction of knowing that there 


would not then be any conjecturing how our friends would carry on these 


clubs, for we should know that our poor were properly provided for. There 
would be little need to have to leave either an endowment or a legacy. If 
we were so dispesed and the Polytechnic could see its way to open such a 
branch as I would fain see, any money ieft to it would be really well 
Spent and would not be wasted as through a sieve Of course, there would 
he many diffieulties to contend with: one of the first might: be that the 
Polytechnic have not at present sufficient. room. and would = require 
sdditional premises. Who would not gladly contribute to this to see it

Sephardic Congregational Association.—-A successful cinderella 
dance in connection with this Association was held at the King's 
Hall, Holborn Restaurant, last Satarday. Nearly four hundred guests 
assembled, and included the Rev. Dr. and Mrs. Gaster, Sir Francis 
Montefiore and many of the most prominent Yehidim of the Portuguese Con- 
gregation and their wives. The primary object of the Association (which is 
essentially connected with the Bevis Marks Synagogue) is the holding of 
Hebrew and Religion Classes twice weekly in the East End for the young of 
the Congregation. This object has been attained with the most satisfactory 
results, one hundred and fifty children being in regular attendance. In 
organising this function the Committee also had in view the realisation of 
another of the original objects contemplated, the promotion of social and 
friendly relations between the members of the Congregation. The gather- 
ing was in every respect unique, as it was the first of the kind in the history 
of the Portuguese Congregation organised by the Yehidim and members. The 
scheme was most cordially welcomed, and supported by individual Elders and 
leaders of the Congregation. The music was supplied by the band of the 
Royal Engineers, and the utmost enjoyment was ensured by the efforts of 
the M.C.’s, Messrs. A. Botibol, B. Lewis and J. I. Mendes. The Executive 
Committee consisted of Mr. 8. H. Valentine, Chairman; Mr. J. Mendes, Vice- 
Chairman; Mr. |. Mendes, Treasurer ; and Mr. S. Beugeltas, Hon. Secretary. 


Sick Room Helps Society.—The annual report of the Sick Room 
Helps Society, just issued, illustrates to a remarkable degree the thrift of 
poor Kast End mothers, It first started its Provident Branch in 1897, when 
£31 was collected in pennies. Last year the amount of the provident 
collection was £628. The annual expenditure has risen from £528 in 1897 to 
£2,163 in 1904. During the year, 1,804 cases were attended. The Society 
superintends all the maternity cases coming under the notice of the Board 
of Guardians and the cases dealt with by the Initiation Society. The Society 
looks forward to being able to command the services of a fully-trained 
Jewish District Nurse. Oflice accommodation has become absolutely neces- 
sary,and a Home is needed in which to lodge two or three of the Society's 
maternity nurses. For this purpose a strong appeal for support is made. 
The administrative expenses are nil. A tribute is paid to the work of Mrs. 


Levy, the Superintendent, and to the kindness ol many friends who have sent 
gifts and other forms of help. 


Jewish Territorial Organisation.

The resignation of the Government naturally made Mr. Zangwill's inter- 
view with Mr. Lyttelton a mere exchange of views, but his detailed 
suggestion for a Jewish land of refuge has been formally deposited at the 
Colonial Office, and as the project of the ITO has enlisted sympathisers on 
both sides of the House, it is expected that the negotiations, though they 
will naturally be considerably delayed while the new Ministry is settling into 
the saddle, will, in due course, be resumed. 

A meeting of the Council was held on Tuesday evening to consider the 
new situation. Two foreign members, Herr Jochelmann and Herr Schriro 
were present. 

An enormous number of telegrams and cables were received at the IT\) 
oflices on December ith, many from Russia, despite the telegraphic strike, 
coming by way of Eydtkuhnen or by the Indo-European route. Some wer 
sent in the name of whole communities. A number were from Zionis: 
societies, both in Great Britain and on the Continent, the Geneva Zionis: 
Society even saying that in consideration of the bad situation of our 
coreligionists, it had gone over in a body to the ITO. Rabbi Reines, 
signing himself Chief of the Misrachi, telegraphed in Hebrew, and separat« 
messages came from other Misrachi groups. A long telegram fron 
Amsterdam, signed by about 100 names, was a revelation of the rise o| 
Territorialism in a country in which the ITO had till then no brenches. 
The general tenour of the Russian telegrams was well crystallised in the 
message from Kowno :—“ Under the auspices of the Kowno Branch of the 
ITO a mass meeting was held, at which the following resolution was carried 
“ The obtaining of equal rights in Russia is no solution of the Jewish problen. 
An autonomous territory, no matter where, is an unconditional necessit 
We pledge our readiness to bring to the task of colonisation the greates: 
sacrifices, such as only a people which has been for two thousand years . 
martyr-people is capable of.” The telegram from Paris was signed by I’rv- 
fessor Slousch, lecturer at the Sorbonne on Hebrew Literature, who sa). 
that Territorialism is attracting the best elements in Paris, and 
that three new societies are about to be formed. From (alicia 
and Switzerland came messages in the name of Jews of all parties. In 
England, Zionist societies sent good wishes.

During the Winter of Psty- 1900, Dr. (sustay Karpeles delivered a course 
of four really brilliant lectures in Berlin on “Jews and Judaism in the 
Nineteenth Century.” These lectures have now been well translated into 
English irom the author's unpublished inanuseript, and have been issued 
iis Special Series, No. " by the Jewish Publication Society of America 
(Phitadelphia). 


Delivered before a German audience. Dr Karpeles’ course was admir- 
ably adapted to its purpose. But it may be questioned whether it was wise 
7 translate the lectures into English. Germany always fills the centre of 
the canvas. And this was lair enough when Dr Karpeles spoke in Berlin. 
Phe lecturer naturally had Germany i) huis mind throughout, ana he would 
not have claimed that his work could be regarded as a survey of the general 
trend of Jewish life This limitation is observable on almost every page. 
Sometimes it 1s peculiarly noticeable rhus, on page 58, we find such 
sentences as this Phe final aim of anti-Semitism is the complete separa- 
tion pf the Jewish from the German element.” This, of course, only applies 
to Peutonic anti-Semitism; but there is no indication of this restriction in 
the context. Again, w ritten five years ago, the lectures are in several points 
bsolete. The account of Zionism is rather out of date. On the same page, 
already cited, French anti-Semitism is described as “ now in full flower and 
fanned into activity by the Dreyfus affair.” But anti-Semitism in France, 
though still unfortunately active, reached and passed the acute stage 
hetween the date at which Dr. Karpeles wrote and the date at which Phila- 
ci Iphia has published In general, the allusions to events outside Germany 
are incidental and inadequate. France receives far less than justice, and 
small account is taken of the vre nt part played by England. and. more 
latterly, by America in the great movements of thought in the nineteenth 
century There is no appreciation of the new Hebrew literary revival in 
Kussia; no estimate of the effects on Judaism of the prevalent tendency 
throughout the world diseard the old iieals and beliefs. 

But Dr. Karpeles deserves praise for a very impartial presentation of 
the course ot Jewish history and religious experiences in Germany during 
ihe period surveyed Dr. Karpeles rightly asserts that the nineteenth 
entury was one ‘of the most momentous in the history of Judaism. 

Perhaps no century since that of the destruction of the Temple and the 
birth Jesus has equalled (or. go back so remote 
a period, can it be gainsaid that since the expulsion of the Jews from Spain, 
an interval of 400 years, the inner and outward development of Judaism was 
suffered no such radical changes as in the nineteenth century?” The author 
pr ceeds to trace seven great currents which flow through the Judaism 
of the nineteenth century ‘The first of ‘these currents prevailed in the 
time olf ferment and combat, when Apostasy and baptism were the order of 
the day. The second is denominated the science of Judaism. The third is 
the struggle for political emancipation. The fourth is marked by religious 
reform conflicts, the fifth by assimilative tendencies, the sixth by anti- 
Semitism, and the seventh by the rise and conception of young Israel.” 

The author draws a very unattractive picture of Judaism as it appeared 
at the opening of the nineteenth century ‘The mass of the Jews lived an 
uuthinking routine life. Of the transformation about to take place, they 
had searce a suspicion. The religious attitude was, on the whole, what it 
had been three or four hundred years earlre! Religious, customs were rigidly 
bserved, in the svnagovue and in the home life Of spiritualisation, of an 
Inner exalted feeling, there was not a trace.” This picture is too dark to be 
true, but that Moses Mendelssohn inaugurated (or, as 1 think we should 
more truly say, synchronised with) a startling transformation cannot be 
lisputed The progress of the transformation was astoundingly rapid: 
the pace, in fact, was too fast to avoid a spill. “ Im the first quarter of the 
century a large part of the Jewish community of Berlin, in the opinion of 
sole authorities, full half of its members, were converted to Christianity.” 
This is to Sav. in return for equailil Jews were ready “to 
Suecrilice eve rvthing else. Dr Karpeles does not seem much disturbed by 
this. He holds that the colossus (Judaisin) was only strengthened by the 
chips shaved off from its unwieldy mass. One cannot take this com- 
placent view of the terrible losses of great minds which Judaism suffered 
nearly a century ago. The list of secessions is appalling less by its quantity 
than by its'surpassing quality. It was a fearful and irreparable sa rifice 
But | agree with Dr. Karpeles in dismissing the Paris Synhedrin (1807) as 
Of no great significance in the modern development of Judaism. It remains, 
however, a striking instance of the unbounded enthusiasm felt by Jews for 
the new lite, and of their determination to adapt Judaism to it. 

The “ret” in German Jewish life was stayed by Leopold Zunz (1794- 
Iss6 Zunz began as an active reformer, but soon retired into his study. 
if not to originate, at all events to establish, a “ science of Judaism.” It is 
wonderful to trace the effects produced on Jewish life by Zunz’s critical 
study of Jewish literature. To say with Dr. Karpeles that Zunz brought 
about a total change of front with regard to Judaism is but the barest justice. 
It Was A literary renascence, but il did not stop there: corelated to if Was 
& spiritual renascence. Zunz must not be blamed for the misuse of the 
term “Jewish science,” which is now so prevalent. There were in the 
generation after Zunz’s active work ceased, and there are now in our own 
generation, numbers of Jewish scholars who concentrate all their powers on 
hooks. and have leo feeling Lo spare for life: they take up problems of 
research on Judaism, but have neither love for, nor belief in, Fudaiam, They 
are scholars, not Jews. Zunz was a scholar of a different type. He was 
also a Jew. As severely scientifie as any dry-as-dust, Zunz had enthusiasm 
also. He did much by making Jewish literature known: he did more by 
making it beloved. He informs, and he also inspires. Germany, in this 
matter of Jewish science, certainly does hold the premier place in the 
Jewish history of the nineteenth century. 

Jewish emancipation was two-fold. There was (a) the self-emancipation 
of the Jews and (b) their emancipation at the hand of the State, “that 
emancipation by which the states and peoples freed themselves from the 
errors and prejudices of their past.” Though self-emancipation in Germany 
came first, Dr. Karpeles deals first with political emancipation, which came 
last, and he recounts the story with spirit. He fails, it is true, to indicate 
the real (though insufficient) grounds there were for Europe's hesitation to 
emancipate the Jews. Also, he does not suthiciently admit the extent to 
which the expectations of the results of emancipation have been belied by 
subsequent events. In 1847 the question was asked in Frankfort as to how 
Jews would vote, if the unity of the German states should come up lor 
consideration. Gabriel Riesser (1806-1360)—the great Jewish champion of 
emancipation in Germany—then said: “If you offer me, on the one hand, 
emancipation for the Jews,—and my dearest Wishes are directed toward 
their emancipation,—on the other hand, the realisation of a beautiful 
dream, the political unity of Germany, and, involved therein its political 
freedom—given this choice, I would take the second offer without hesita- 
tion: for I am of the firm conviction that the second carries the first offer 
in its train.” Riesser was technically right in this prophecy, for after the 
German unity in 1871, by the adoption of the German constitution com- 
plete equality was granted to the Jews of Germany. But anti-Semitism soon 
undid in the spirit what was conceded in the letter. The very union of 


Germany tended to create the bounded patriotism which could find no room 
for the Jews. Thus Rieser's prophecy WAS W rong essentially. but if Is Tw 
much to expect this admission from so patriotic a German as Dr. Karpeles. 
Riesser’s services to the Jewish cause were, despite his pathetic miscalcula- 
tion, very great. “ He refused to sacrifice one jot or tittle of his religion for 
the sake of political liberty, nevertheless he demanded unrestricted freedom 
for all professing the Jewish religion. His word and example electrified 
the youth in Jew ry His contemporaries came to look Upon equality before 
the law, not asa gift to be obtained by begging, but as ae right to he 
demanded.” The reader will perceive that it is necessary to insert the 
qualifying word “German” before “Jewry” to make this statement true. 
And it is surely curious to find the whole story of Jewish emancipation 
related round Germany, which was the last civilised state to vrant this 
emancipation. England and France should have loomed larger her As 
to America we are told, “the liberation of the Colonies trom the yoke of 
England brought freedom to the Jews.” I quite contest this statement 
And, there is another point. Are the Jews of America to-day freer than «ne 
Jews of England ? Throughout, Dr. Karpeles is less than just to England 
Yet the history of the Jews of England in the nineteenth century was most 
instructive and epoch-making 

Never has the story of the German reform movement beerl more impar- 
tially told than here. In this instance, too, Germany deserves to hold the 
central place in the narrative, for reform in Judaism emanated from 
Germany and derived its best and most abiding elements from that country 
Dr. Karpeles is ho PATTISAN ; he can admire both the retormer Abraham 
Geiger (1810-1874) and his opponent Samson Raphael Hirseh (1808-1588). 
But his sympathy evidently lies with the exponent of a middle course, 
Zacharias Frankel (801-1875), who put forward his futile conception of 
“historie Judaism.” as an idea—which should maintain the corporate con- 
tinuity of Jewish practice while allowing full freedom of private judgment 
in those matters of theory and belief which form the sanction of practice 
Dr. Karpeles claims that this party of “ moderate reform” is solely respon- 
sible for three achievements: a well-regulated public service, sernrons 
delivered in the language of the land, and systematic religious instruction 

And now the grim spectre of anti-Semitism begins to haunt Dr. Karpeles’ 
pages. No English Jew need here dispute Germanys premier place. “ There 
1s no doubt that the formation of the new German Empire established and 
strengthened the dominion of liberal ideas throughout Europe.” [Be 1 
noted, no stress at all is laid by the author on the scientific evolutionary 
movement, which did immensely more than German unification for liberal 
ideas, a movement, be it remembered, which had its stronghold in Englarid 
where Darwin and Spencer laid the foundations of the newer rationalism. | 
At all events, in Germany more than anywhere else (Italy, perhaps, 
excepted), the Jews made “A tremendous encteavour towards assimilation 
“to identify their ideals with those of the nations among whom they lived.” 
In England, I may remark, the process was different. Here, emancipation 


followed, elsewhere it preceded, assimilation This endeavour towards 
assimilation was everywhere “one of the characteristic tendencies of the 
time Despite exaggerations and excesses, it mecont stably ac olplished 
much that was good.” But the excesses were pitiful Dr Karp les is surely 
wrong in thinking that in the Macecabwan age Hellenism only had attraction 
for the “rich Jews.” Prof. Freudenthal once for all proved that among the 
lovers of Greek culture in the second century, B.c., were some of the most 
conservative elements in Judean society The weakest part of the book is 


just the pages in whi h this passage occurs (pp. 48-00) Dr. Karpeles does 
not succeed 1D proving the existence ol Jewish racial characteristics which 
must, or should, prevent assimilation. But when he comes to tell the story 
of the birth and development of German anti-Semitism, Dr. Karpeles is as 
lucid and informing as Mr. Lucien Wolf himself: Though the former's 
treatment 1s published later than the latter's, it was apparently written 
independently. Yet the two accounts are marvelloust) alike Crerman 
anti-Semitism Was in origin (1875) economic and social, but it soon extended 
To the niversities Treits hke CAVE 17 the needed lnipulse when he 
uttered the fateful words: “ The Jews are our misfortune.” Here one must, 
in passing, observe that Dr Karpeles offers no dis UsSlon Ol the supposed 
part which the Jews themselves contributed to anti-Semitism Preitschke. 
for instance, had some ground for denouncing the anti-Christian tone ol 
Graetz's “ History. of the Jews.”  Graetz was a therough partisan hy 
judgments were alwavs one-sided. What he disliked had no good in 1 


True. a Jewish historian of the middle ages cannot easily restrain himself 
from denunciation of the medigwval church. IT am not blaming Graetz 
less still am I palliating the criminal levity of Treitschke, for he and his 
like Aare ultimatels responsible for massacre and spoliation thie logical 
outeome of their “ intellectual” anti-Semitism. As the Emperor Frederick 
(then Crown Prince) said before the door of the new synagogue in Berlin 
“ Anti-Semitism is the disgrace of our century.” 

In the final lecture Dr. Karpeles cleverly criticises the Zionist move- 
ment. with which he has no sympathy. “Were Judaism to revive the 
national sentiment in its adherents, it would commit suicide. The lowest 
stage of religious development is the stage of a national religion, the 
highest the stage of a world-religion. We Jews, having mounted from step 
to step, riow being close to the desired goal of a world-religion, Zionism 
would have us return to the primitive stage of a national religion. If this 
is not self-destruction, then historical development is other than I take it 
to be.” The case has not been better stated even by Mr. C. G. Montefiore. 
Dr. Karpeles is certainly right in holding: “In my opinion Zionism is 
not a main current of Jewish history.” It really arises (though Dr. Karpeles 
does not put it in this way) out of imitation of the narrow nationalism 
which spread, after 1848, as a wave over the whole world on the failure of 
the cosmopolitan dreams born under the French Revolution. The last pages 
are devoted by Dr. Karpeles to a grave consideration of the problem of 
conversion in modern Germany. It seems that there are now many who 
refuse baptism themselves, yet regard it as folly to keep their children from 
the plunge which they themselves decline. Dr. Karpeles does not trace this 
»liev to its source. He will find it in the Mendelssohnian theories. It was 
Mendelssohn's own family that drew this very distinction. Mendelssohn 
denied that Judaism seeks converts: Judaism is good for Jews, Christianity 
is good for Christians. He hesitated to claim the absolute truth of Judaism 
His son argued: Well, then, if I baptise my son, he will. be a Christian, and 
Christianity will be good for him. This is inexorable logic, and Dr. 
Karpeles, though he is very eloquent and forcible, does not sueceed in over- 
throwing it. The plain, simple truth is that Judaism is absolutely the best, 
the greatest religion that the world has ever seen; to change it for any other 
is to surrender the better for the worse. Except we Jews fully believe this, 
then we struggle in vain against the theory which Dr. Karpeles justly 
ridicules but imperfectly refutes. 

Finally, a word of unqualified praise must be rendered to Dr. Karpeles 
for his excellent. choice of quotations. Throughout the book some very fine 
passages are reproduced. For these, as for Dr. Karpeles’ own suggestive 
comments and clever generalisations, readers have much cause to be 
grateful.

I am sure the Com- 
mittee will confirm me when I state that under the guidance of our late 
President, the lamented Mr. Alfred Louis Cohen, the Committee did every- 
thing, and was desirous, as far as lay in their power, to work In harmony 
with the Jewish Board. of Guardians; and I think they will also confirm 
me when I Siai\ that since it has been my privilege to act as President of 
the Kitchen, that policy has been adhered to. It is a source of satisfaction 
to me to be able to state that last week our honoured Vice-President, Mr 
Hermann Landau, together with our energetic and zealous Hon. Secretary, 
Mr. Barrent Ellis. and myself, had an interview. with Mr. Leonard Cohen, 
the President of the Board of Guardians, and as the result of that inter- 
View measures will be adopted which will be to the mutual advantage of 
beth charities. (Applause.) Personally, 1 do not share the fear or the dread 
of some gentlemen as to overlapping, especially in connection with the 
benefits bestowed by the Soup Kitchen, but I recognise that it is of the 
utmost lnportance that efforts should be directed to preventing any charge 
being brought against the community of giving relief that might tend to 
pauperise. (Hear, hear.) It must have been gratifying to all members of the

Sir EDWARD STERN, who was warmly received, said: The season has 
come round again for opening the Soup Kitchen, and it is distressing to 
note that the need of it is as great as ever. It is a fact—and a verv sad 
fact—that, In spite of the advance of civilisation, in spite of the enormous 
strides that science has made in the nineteenth century, thereby increasing 
the — of production to an unimagined extent; in spite of the cheapness 
of clothing and of food: in spite of the luxury of being able to move from 
one place to another with the greatest rapidity and comfort—a luxury which 
is open to all classes ;—in spite of all this. poverty is still as intense as 
ever; indeed, we have been told by an authority who ought to know that 
there are in England thirteen millions of people on the verge of starvation. 
It is thus one of the problems that must be solved in this twentieth century 
how this poverty can be alleviated, if not entirely removed. The Jewish 
community endeavours, according to its means, to assist its poor by various 
charities, one of the most important and effective of which is the Soup 
kitchen, which is to re-open this evening. Now, it has been said that the 
Soup Kitchen ought not to exist because it enables those who receive food 
to compete unfairly with other work-people. No doubt most of you have 
studied political economy, in which there are a number. of theories set forth 
which are extremely plausible, such as if a man has spent most of his life 
working at one trade, and suddenly finds that trade does not pay, he can 
immediately adopt another: also if a man is starvine he must net receive 
food free as he would be competing unfairly with those who pay for it. 
These theories, like many others, are beautiful in the ideal, but thev are 
absolutely unworkable in practice. In the case of this Soup Kitchen. every 
possible care is taken that only those receive help who really need it. In 
the past year I may tell you that 9,500 people received such help, who, had 
this been denied them, would in all probability have been compelled to go 
to the workhouse, and so become a burden on the rates, instead of being 
helped by the charity of their own community, or else have gone to that 
“undiscovered bourne whence no traveller returns.” This vear we know 
there is again much distress, and we hope that the community will again 
generously support this charity, which it helped to the extent of £€2.500 
last year ; in this land of freedom and tolerance we must do our level hest 
to help those who are in need. The Soun Kitchen Aid Society, composed 
of people who live in this neighbourhood, who subseribe their pennies to 
help this charity, contributed £20; they, at least, are the best people to 
judge whether this charity is needed or not. I have often wished that this 
charity would extend by establishing a restaurant, in which people would 
be supplied at cost price on the same principle as the Alexandra Eating 
Houses; it would be a great boon in this neighbourhood. I see that the 
finances are managed in a masterly manner, but there is still £104 due for 
the additional cookers. In remembrance of my presiding here to-night I 
propose to pay off this debt, so that the Kitchen will start free of al) 
encumbranee this evening.

RENEWED FEARS AT ODESSA. 


The following Reuter’s telegram, undated, was sent by special courier 
Via Podwolocavska, in Galicia, and was published last Monday 
papers 

| send this telecram at the request of the Jewish community which fears a 
fresh massacre by the local garrison It is asserted that in almost every rege 
ment proclamations are being circulated calling upon the soldiers to exter 
minate the Jews and destro\ the hewspaper oflices The Jews and the 
Press, these proclamations continue. groundiessly accuse the troops of par 
ticipating in the massacres and looting and in protecting the hooligans, thus 
exciting the population against the army In the barracks, after removing the Jewish 
men, the officers deliver anti-Semitic speeches. It is further declared by the Jews 


that, in an interview with Press representatives, Baron Kaulbars himself declared 
that the troops were indignant at the provoking behaviour of the Jewish popula- 


tion and the Press The officers. he said. were burning for revenge, and 
intended to purge the city of Jews. lle could not therefore Quarantes that no 
fresh «listurbances would occur The town is full of time-expired reservists 
and there’ are many thousands of unemployed and starving men who 
can ‘AS1i‘ le directed against the Jews tnder the protection and with 
the assistance of the tro ps hese various circumstances mane the moment most 
favouralle for fresh disturbances. The post and telegraph strike has now spead to the 
railway. and ()dessa is entirely cut off from St. Petersburg The city is thus entirely 


in the hands of the local authorities. n view of this state of affairs the Jewish com 
munity implores all civilised nations and their Governments to take all possible 
measures at St. Petersburg to prevent a catastrophe which may exceed everything 
which has vet occurred here 


In connection with this telegram we may note that the Daily Chronicle 
rrespondent at Vienna, telegraphing on Tuesday, stated that Podwoloc- 
zvska, on the Russo-Galician frontier, was crowded with fugitives from South 
Russian towns, who related terrible stories of cruelty, and, among others, 
that families were murdered wholesale at Odessa on Sunday last, their 
property being destroyed by hooligans. Jewish children were said to have 


en tortured in the presence of their parents, and then killed, the parents 
themselves being afterwards massacred. Odessa, it was added, has the 
appearance of having been thoroughly looted by gangs of robbers, and 
hundreds of corpses are lying inthe streets, no-one daring to remove them 


Harrowing Tales from Odessa. 

The Manchester Guardian prints a translation of a letter received by 
a Jewish resident in that city from a relative in Odessa who 1s one of the 
Committee of Advocates appointed by the Society of Jurists, to inquire into 
the Odessa riots. “As,” says the writer, “in spite of their pretended indif- 
ference, the Russian authorities are very sensitive to public opinion abroad, 
vou will materially advance our cause by translating it into English, and 
placing it before the English public.” After stating that the casualty list 
amounts to over 800 killed, and about 5.000 wounded. or maimed for life. 
the correspondent goes on to deseribe the events that immediately pre- 
ceded the outbreak One of these events was the posting up all over the 
city of a most provoking and insulting proclamation by M. Neidgardt, the 
Prefect, in which it was stated that 30,000 citizens declared that the 
University was misleading and corrupting their children, and that if this 
lawless agitation did not stop at once the University would be burned. 
With the publication of the Tsar's manifesto, the police were at once 
removed from the streets and three-quarters of the city were left to the 
entire care of the jubilant people. 

‘Suddenly a terrible rumour spread through the crowds: “ They are 
killing Jews.” 

The absent police were sent to the suburbs; there constables, sergeants and 
gendarmes, dressed as civilians, led the hooligans against the enemies of the Tsar and 
the Fatherland the rebellious Jews. Massacres and pillage commenced in 
earnest. In this way the local authorities replied to the Tsar’s Manifesto about a Con- 
stitution. The character of this answer was soon explained. In the van went the 
police with revolvers in their hands. The main army was composed of hooligans. 
armed with bludgeons, clubs and Knives, carrying the Tsar's portrait, holy ikons and 
national flags, singing the Tsar's hymn. and shouting “ Beat the Jews!” They killed 
and wounded every Jew they got hold of, and the rearguard was brought up by 
women and children carrying away the loot. All the churches were open, but nota 
word of brotherly love or peace issued from them. On the second and third day of the 
massacres the police, this time in their full uniform, with revolvers in their hands. 
spread in groups, under the command of inspectors, and openly encouraged the 
hooligans. The police hooligan league invented such brutalities, such mhuman 
barbarities, that all the heroic deeds of Turkish Bashi-Bazooks pale before them. 
‘They went up to a woman, made her open her mouth, put the revolver into it and fired. 
In the synagogue Matnas Fil. on the Perscyp, the hooligans killed the beadle’s son and 
compelled the father to read the burial service over him. In some places whole families 
were wiped out (Davidovitch, Weitzman and Rubinstein, on the Slobodka). On the 
Moldavanka the hooligans killed a father and mother before the eyes of their only son, 
a bovoften. The boy lost his reason; he wanders about the streets crying “ Tata, 


tata.” 
HOW THE RECENT MASSACRES WERE PREPARED. 
Remarkable Description. 


The Odessa correspondent of the Woschod sends an illumining account of 
the manner in which the massacres were organised by the local officials. In 
the first place, one and the same rumour was spread that the Jews were 
organising an armed insurrection against the Government, and were 
slaughtering whole families of Christians. In the Drug (Friend), Krushevan’s 
organ, this rumour was treated as a positive fact. In the majority of 
localities in the Odessa district in which the outbreaks occurred, telegrams 
were circulated and transmitted from the nearest railway stations. They 
were mostly addressed to the village authorities. Some of them stated that 
5,000 armed Jews (in every instance the same figure was given) were 
marching on a certain locality with the intention of slaughtering the 
Christian inhabitants. In others the prayer was uttered that all the 
inhabitants should arm and hasten to the assistance of a certain railway 
station, which, it was alleged, was being besieged by a huge crowd of armed 
Jews, who were robbing and killing the Christians. The result was that a 
panic arose. The church bells were rung, the people were called ont and 
armed, and the fate of the Jews was sealed. From Kolontayevka Station two 
telegrams were sent by the Station Master himself to Kurtovka 
village and Konstantinovka village; while from another station 
telegrams were despatched to almost every village and settle- 
ment in the neighbourhood. In the village of Korsunzy the employs 
of the Salt Industries, hearing what took place in Odessa on 
2nd November, telephoned to the Odessa Police Administration enquiring 


what had occurred there. The latter replied that the Korsun inhabitants 
ought to take up arms in order to repulse the Jews; that 5,000 armed Jews 
had left Odessa for Ovidiopol and Osverinovka with the object of attacking 
Christians, and that they might also attack Korsunzy village. This was j,, 
daytime, and about midnight two men on horseback galloped into Korsun,, 
informing the inhabitants that a crowd of Jews had already slaughtered the 
Christians in Kubanka villiage, that they were then marching on Gildendorf 
village and would soon arrive at Korsunzy. The inhabitants of Korsunz, 
sounded the toesin, all armed themselves, and some of them hastened t, 
“deliver” Kubanka and Gildendorf. But in the latter village they found 
perfect quiet, while in Kubanka they saw that it was not the Jews that 
attacked Christians, but vice versa,

the news that Jews were slaughtering Christians at Maly-Buvalik. This led 
to the pogrom against all Vizirka Jews, who afterwards wandered about anc 
hid for a long time in the steppes. 

In the towns these provocative methods were more or less maske:. 
Thus, constables who were sent out to take part in pogroms were carefu||, 
disguised. But in the rural districts this was not deemed necessary, and ever, 
thing was carried out openly. 

In the townlet of Festerovka the mob of hooligans was led by tw. 
gendarmes. Someone read to the population an order of some unknow 
authorities, stating that the Tsar's manifesto ordered the robbing and 
killing of Jews for three days. The mob were so electrified by the order 
that they threatened the local priest and the lady teacher of the Zemsty) 
school, because they attempted to shelter some of the local Jews in ther 
houses. Even-the local Uradnyk, who attempted to quiet the crowd, wis 
beaten, while the lady teacher had subsequently to leave the townlet 
altogether. 

The police, of course, found active assistants. Thus, in Warvarovka 
townlet (near Nicolaieff) the mob of hooligans was led, on horseback, by ove 
of the Zemstvo teachers, who pointed out to it the Jews’ houses, § 1)\\5 
worthy teacher, some three years ago, at a meeting of teachers of the Odes«, 
district, made a violent attack on L. N. Tolstoi, Maxim Gorki and others, 
styling them “infidels” and “spoilers” of the people. The disgrace/\| 
action of the police met with unexpected objection on the part of peasa: ts 
and other individuals whom they tried to incite. 

At Alexandrovka village (Kherson government), a fight took place between 
the organised hooligans and a considerable number of their co-villagers, and 
resulted in many being wounded. \ Jewish pogrom was thus prevented. 
At Warvarovka, the priest entreated the Christians not to molest the 
Jews, and even went down on his knees before the hooligans, begging them to 
spare the innocents. His pleading, however, did not succeed. Here, also, 
some of the peasants gathered in their houses and hid the property of the 
Jews, with the object of saving it from the pillagers. hey are now returning 
it to the legal owners. At Festerovka, the salesman of the Crown Spirit 
Monopoly, hearing that the Jews were threatened with murder, quickly 
organised for their defence a company of local young peasants. To his great 
grief, this company turned traitors and as soon as the pogrom broke out 
passed over to the side of the gendarmes and the hooligans. In Seltz village 
the hooligans began to destroy Jewish houses, but the German settlers, in 
considerable numbers, repulsed the hooligans, and the Jews were saved. 
Finally, in Mayaki town, the Old Believers took the Jews’ part as did 
also the local priest, who, in a touching speech addressed to the hooligans, 
exercised such an influence over them that the pillage was at once stopped 
and the plunder returned. [ut these separate instances with all their 
undoubted significance do not greatly detract from the general picture of 
the horrors which occurred in these black days. 

The tragedy at Rasdielnaya Station is already known, as also that at 
Kalarashy and Ismail. At Kalarashy, some Jews succeeded in escaping from 
the town. They were followed for more than ten verst (six miles). At last 
they succeeded in hiding in a haystack. But they were discovered. The 
stack was set fire to, and they were burnt alive. At Ovidiopol all the Jewish 
houses were literally burnt to the ground. An entire Jewish family was 
here drowned in the river. Many wounded, moaning and crying for help, 
were lying in the streets. Bat when they were approached by the medical 
personnel of the hospital, the hooligans threatened the doctors and turned 
them away, and many victims died in terrible agony in the streets, lying 
in the mud or near the ashes of their burnt homes. In Odessa district 
whole families of Jews ran away into the steppes, where, like hunted 
animals, they wandered several days, in the rain, without shelter and without 
food. There were instances of children dying from the cold.

becomes Clearer and clearer. Thus, in the town of Jonsovka 12 people were 


killed and 90 seriously wounded, without counting those who, it is said, were 
ecretiy buried. After two days’ murder and p'ilage the administration had 
the benevolence to stop the pogrom “ officially,” but the Cossacks continued 
to go about the streets beating and despoiling every Jew they met under 
the pretext of assuring themselves that these men were het CArryvilig 
revolvers At. Jonsovka (Government of Ekaterinoslav) a band of assassins 
entered the house of a Jew, named Miesheff. whose wife and children had 
time to hide themselves in the cellar. After having tried to reason with the 
murderers, the unhappy man Was just about to defend himiself, sword in 
hand, when an inspector oi police suddenly arrived with some of his men, 
and forbade him todoso. Muiesheff was killed, and his house was devastated. 

The despatch goes on to give the following revolting story of official 
criminality at Krementchug: 

As early as October 20th (November 2nd) tne Jows, terrified by * patriotic 
processions, went to General Kalitine (then provrional Governor-General of Krem 
entchug) and begged him to defend them. The General renled that he could not 
answer for his Cossacks, who were themselves strongly excited agaimst the Jews. 
and he added that if the Jews dared apain te-assembie lth a crowd in the streets he 
would himself have them thrown into the Datieper, even tf there were a thousand of 
them. From the Chief of Police they received the same response. Then they unde: 
stood that they were to be massacred, and, mdeed, it began that very day. ‘The mob, 
having at their head Ivanoff, the Chief of Police, his son, his deputy, Psychnoftf, and 
a number of other functionaries, set themselves to work Next morning bands of 
peasants from the neighbouring villages arrived, saying that the police and the 
Cossacks had called them to Krementchug, where they were permitted to beat and 
plunder the Jews, but they were not to begin until after service-time (it was a 
Sunday). Then, marching out of church to the sound of music, with the police and 
Cossacks at their head, they recommenced the work. Towards eight o'clock in the 
evening, after having paraded most of the central streets of the town, the mob divided 
itself into twe, cne part making for the most miserabic quarters, while the other 
directed itself toward the suburb of Krioukoff, on the other side of the Dneiner. An 
officer commanding a company of infantry wanted to stop the mob at the bridge, but 
Psychhoff, the Deputy of Police, intervened, and ordered the officer to make way, 
after which he accompanied the rioters. 7 

In a further despatch, dated November 15th, it is stated that it is now 
known that in the Government of Poltava, 46 communities of Jews were 
subjected to the pogrom. To the martyrology of the Government of 
Tchernigoff must also be added the names of Novgorodsierversk, Zlynka, 
and Klimov. In the market town of Bairamtchy (Bessarabia), anti-Jewish 
disorders took place on November sth and 9th. All the Jewish houses were 
burned; many people were wounded, and the misery is intense. Not far 
from Kieff is a little town with a very dense Jewish population, known as 
Bielaia Tserkoff. Until latterly, the Jews there were always on very good 
terms with their Christian fellow-citizens, and great was their astonishment 
when, on the 2nd November, news began to circulate that mobs of peasants, 
harangued by persons in ecockaded hats (i.e., functionaries of some 
kind), were proposing to make a pogrom. The gendarmes, when the riots 
broke out, refused to budge from their er ve when appealed to to defend 
unhappy people who were being beaten before their eyes. 

Next day bands of hooligans openly pillaged Jewish houses and shops under the 
benevolent surveillance of the Ispravnik and police commiussaire, who stood near the 
central pharmacy chatting and smoking, while from all sides were heard the lacerating 
cries of Jewish women and children. The military patrols showed themselves 
extremely active in preventing the least movement towards self-defence on the part of 
those attacked. so much so, indeed, that towards evening not a single Jewish soul was 
to be met abroad. The women and children were hidden, and the men were watch- 
ing. It was, however, on Saturday, October 22nd (November 4th), that the real 
pogrom took piace. On thai any the police-statio£ was transformed into a veritable 
depdét of merchandise taken frow the Jowish shops. The hospital was full of wounded. 
The work of pillage was covered by the soldiers who were taking an active part in it, 
when all at once. in the Rue de Kieff, a revolver-shot was fired from one of the houses 
which was being attacked. Soon the Ispravnik arrived in person, and, stamping his 
foot, declared that he would raze this house to the ground, and that every Jew who 
showed a disposition to defend himself should be duly ** punished” on the spot. All 
this time the work was going on. Nothing was spa not even the cemetery, where 
the fence was burned and monuments to the dead were destroyed. 

Next morning, when the Black Bands re-assembled in the middle of the town 
awaiting the signal to continue their horrible work, the pogrom was stiddenly stopned 
as if by the stroke of a magician’s wand, and the crowd arranged itself anew into a 
patriotic manifestation. as if nothing else had taken place. It was no dream, how- 
ever, for the wounded were in hospital, and the ruined people were calling out for help.

In the suburbs; where they are said-to number 30,000, the bandits 
were met with rifle shots, while the Jews who found shelter there were well 
received. After the riots subsided the publication of reports’ of what had 
taken place was strictly forbidden. Speaking of the origin of the riots, Dr 
Karavaiov states that thev we re organised, even before the pruatola Allon of 
the Tsar's manifesto, against the triumph of the ideas of liberty, dy the 
numerous partisans of the atctent regime The Jews—above all, the Voulny 
Jews—constitute the most active and devoted part of the army strug¢yvling 
for liberty. It is not, therefore, surprising that all the efforts of the reac- 
tionaries were directed avalnst them—the more so as they are bevond 
the law. , 

In a despatch dated November. 19th it is stated that the inquiry into the 
conduct of the local administration at Novgorodsieversk has been confided 
to a judge, well-knowh in the town for his anti-Semitic sentiments. In fact, 
it even appears that he himself was practically one of the organisers of 
the pogrom. 


To the delegate of the Union for the Emancipation of the Jews, who asked that 
the pillagers shou!d be arrested, this magistrate answered that “ ne did not see for

arrested, and there seems no likelihood of their early release. The inquiry conducted 
by the delegate mentioned leaves no doubt whatever as to the active participation of 
the police, who, during the disorders, scarce ly took the trouble to disguise themselves, 
The Ispravnik (chief of the district), his deputy, and all the officers were present and 
encouraged the bandits, and the vice-governor himself visited the town two davs 
before, the bloody spectacle. 

M. Bogtionbov, ra notary of Novozy bkov, has deseribed how the 
began in that town. A demonstration having been held to celebrate the Tsar's 
manifesto, the Deputy of the Ispravnik, Lobko-Lobanovsky, informed the 
Governor of Tchernigov of what was taking place. He received a telegraphic 
reply, giving him authority to use the soldiers and “ re-establish order.” 
On the following day, from a carriage in the centre of the town, he explained 
the dispatch of the Governor, which he held in his hand. He stated that 
the people had been deceived, that there was no Constitution, and that it 
was necessary to punish all the Democrats, and with his baton he pointed 
to the Jewish shops. Then the pogrom began, the soidiers and Cossacks 
doing their best to add fuel to the tam 

The following despatch has been received from the advocate, M. A. Krol, 
representative of the “ Union” at Orscha, Government of Mohilev :— 

After having organised the carnage, the police now bestir themselves 
to hinder inquiry. The day before yesterday, November 4th (17th), 
two police functionaries entered by force the office of the magis- 
trate and demanded that their colleague Sinitsky, one of the organisers 
of the murders, and humself an assassin, should be immediately liberated. They 
threatened the Jews with another “ pogrom ”’ and promised to seize Sinitsky by force 
if their demands were not granted. The. judge, who does not think himself sufficiently 
safe, speaks of removing the magisterial office to Mohilev, an almost impossible pro- 
ceeding. A change of police persunnel is indispensable. The vice-governor, however, 
does nothing. The police officers have already placed themselves in communication 
with the central administration at St. Petersburg, begging that their comrade should 
be set at liberty. 

A comforting paragraph, which brings this despatch to a close, states 
that the revolutionary section of Russian Society has begun to take in 
hand the cause of the Jewish population. Following the very definite resolu- 
tions of the meetings of the Balan of Unions, the labour associations have 
included, among their other demands, the complete emancipation of the 
Jews. For example, a resolution of the Association of Operative Printers 
contains the following :— 

The abolition of the death penalty, of cougts-martial, of the state of siege in 
Poland, and of all restrictive laws applicable to the Jews, the Armenians and the 
Poles, including the residential zone so oppressive to our Israelite comrades fighting 
by our side for the common cause of liberty. 

Iu a final dispatch, dated November 21st, it is stated that in the small 
town of Ovidiopol, in the province of Odessa, all the shops and houses of the 
Jews were first pillaged, and then burned down, so that out of 90 Jewish 
families 85 are absolutely without food or shelter. 

There are 11 Jewish cornses (eight men and three women); 12 grievously wounded 
(ten men and two women) are in hosnital, whilst about 200 other wounded are scat- 
tered about elsewhere. Among the killed are four old people (T. Dorfmann, aged 60, 
T. Uismann, aged 68, Schmidt, aged 72, and Sarah Lemberg, aged 60). Sima 
Ziatman, aged 75, injured by burns, is probably still alive. There have also been dis- 
covered the corpses of young Dorfmann, aged 14, of T. Gordon, aged 5, of T. Barn- 
baum, aged 48, of R. Chaiot, aged 45, of his little boy, aged 8, and of Itta Koulberg, 
aged 28 (pregnant). Among the wounded at the hospital is a man, aged 87. It is 
needless te add the loca) administration made no attempt whatever to protect the 
Jewish community.

The universal voice, that of the nation, accuses those in authority, and we, taught 
by the past, cannot do otherwise than believe it, just as we can place no reliance upon 
the voiee of the Administration. 

The manifesto goes on to deal with the excuses made by the authorities 
—ijits own powerlessness and the action of the authorities. If the authorities 
admit their impotence, it says, they should give place to a stronger power. 
But the excuse of impotence is “false from beginning to end.” To prove 
it, the manifesto says, it is only necessary to cite a simple episode. “ When 
the pogrom broke out at Yaroslav a deputation of railway-workers waited 
upon the Governor to inform him that they would go out on strike and 
destroy the railway if the disorders were not suppressed immediately. An 
hour later the pogrom had been stopped.” The manifesto continues :-— 

The authorities are powerless te defend people who are being murdered! If so, 
why then did the troops at Odessa direct their fire upon the houses from which 
revolvers were being discharged, and not upon the plunderers who were pillaging 
these houses? Why, at Krementchug, did the soldiers fire upon the house of the 
people, besieged by the plunderers, and not unon the latter ? Why, at Kishineff. did 
the artillery shatter to fragments the houses in which the people who were attacked 
sought refuge, and not fire a single shot at those who caused the riot ? Why do 
‘pogroms ’’ [ast four days, while not a single political manifestation has lasted more 
than an hour? Only one veritable and infallible conclusion can be drawn from the 
present and from the past; only one answer can be made to all these ‘* wherefores.”’

and devotion, and tothe universal contidence inspired by the fact that the Fund ha 
been started on his personal initiative. The Committee further desire to place ©! 
record their crateful thanks t@ Lord Rothschild for the sage counsel that he ha- 
placed at their disposal during the present period of crisis—counsel that they have 
rezarded as of the highest value; and, in recording these sentiments, the Commi!t:'c 
feel they are also expressing thosé of the entire Jewish community. 


[COMMUNICATED. ] 


A meeting of the Russo-Jewish Committee was held on Tuesday after- 
tamed he the offices of Messrs. Samuel Montagu and Co., at 60, Old Broad 

It was announced that the appeal on behalf of the sufferers from the 
recent outrages had now reached £494,000, towards which sum America bad 
contributed £200,000 and England £86,000. The efforts of Germany had thus 
far resulted in the collection of £104,000, while collections had also bee? 
made in Paris, Vienna, Brussels and Basle. In Russia itself strenuous eflorts 


were being made to cope with the prevailing distress. Thus, in Kieff, the 
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sum of £35,000 had been subscribed locally, which sum, however, would have 
to be supplemented by additional ones from London in order to afford 
effective relief. Thus far 2188,000 had been remitted to Rassia, of which 
£115,000 had been sent from New Court. No less than £60,000 was 
despatched on Tuesday in response to an urgent telegram from the three 
Commissioners, Messrs. Stettauer, Nathan and Feinberg, who have been sent 
out by the Committee. They reported that after personal inspection they found 
that the destruction was indescribable. Hundreds of shops in Kieff were 
destroyed, business was at a stand-still and the damage could only be 
estimated in millions of roubles. 40,000 people were affected in Kieff alone, 
the Jewish parts of several small towns were entire] y burnt and people were 
sleeping in the open fields. 

Numerous despatches of a voluminous character were read from the Com- 
missioners who detailed the work in St. Petersburg and Moscow, where they 
assisted in arranging the organisation of the other Committees, who are 
charged with the distribution of relief to the various towns in their respec- 
tive areas. Central Committees have nuw been established at Ekaterinoslav, 
Gomel, Kieff, Odessa, Poltava, Rostov, Simferopol and Moscow, covering 
ninety-six towns, all of which have been seriously affected by the outrages. 
There are many other places, however, comprising villages and the more 
distant towns, some of which are in Siberia, which will be dealt with direct 
from St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

A Committee has been formed, of which the Rev. 8. Singer is Chairman, 
to devise the best means of giving effect to the scheme of the Russo-Jewish 
Committee for emigrating from Russia children who have become double 
orphans as a result of the recent massacres. It is intended to distribute these 
in various countries on the Continent as well as in America. 

Mr. Jacob Schiff, on behalf of the American Jewish community has 
already signified his approval of the scheme by promising that America will 
take one half the number that Europe will take, not exceeding 500.

number, and also to appoint an Executive Committee, with powers, who shall receive 
subscriptions to the Fund, and administer the same through such channel, and under 
such safeguards, as shall seem best. 

ord resolution. That having learned that the Prime Minister has informed the 
Lord Mayor of London that “the Government have heard with pity and horror of 
the massacres, and have taken every step which seems possible to mitigate the 
calamity,” this Meeting expresses satisfaction with the Prime Minister's statement, 
and authorises the Lord Provost to convey an assurance to His Majesty s Government 
that they have the support of the Citizens of Glasgow in whatever further action 
may be within theif power to take towards preventing a recurrence of similar 
atrocities. 

The Commissioners have reported to the Russo-Jewish Committee that 
at Woronka (Government of Chernigoff) they found fifty families actually 
breadless, An immediate grant of 1,000 roubles (£100) was made, and instruc- 
tions Were sent to Gomel, the centre of relief for that district, to arrange 
for the systematic assistance of the sufferers. At Amur they discovered 
3,000 workmen ruined; at Jusofka 200 families were destitute, necessitating 
an immediate outlay of 5,000 roubles (£500) for immediate help. Yaroslav, 
Orel, Tver, Tula, Viasma, and Novgorod had all suffered terribly, and the 
supervision of these places is being undertaken by Moscow. In Kieff, where 
the “ pogrom” seems to have been of a particularly violent kind, earnest 
efforts have been made locally to relieve the distress which prevails, no less 
a sui than £40,000 being subscribed by the residents themselves. The rich 
members of the community, who seem to have been the heaviest sufferers, 
are also the most.liberal donors; thus Herr Halpern, whose losses are 
estimated at 200,000 roubles (£20,000), has been the most generous contribu- 
tor to the relief fund. The local collection was supplemented by a sum of 
£27,000 from St. Petersburg on the advice of the commissioners, by which 
means it is hoped to set up again the small merchants and artisans. With 
reference to this town the report runs, “ We cannot attempt to describe the 
horrible, incredible sights we have witnessed, but will do this on our return.” 
A recrudescence is feared there at alinost any moment, the town being in so 
unsettled a state. While writing the Commissioners noticed two regiments 
of troops shooting at each other near the railway, and while having lunch 
with the English Consul, his secretary was called from the table because a 
Jew living next door to his parents had just been killed. 


According to a telegram from the Vienna correspondent of the Daily Chronicle, 
the mob at Kieff has been ruthlessly looting and destroying Jewish property during 
the last few days. Upwards of 6,000 Jews are ruined and without shelter. 

A Laffan telegram from New York says:—The Committee managing the fund for 
the relief of the Jews in Russia has announced that the present sum raised, 1,000,000 
dollars, will not be sufficient, and has appealed for another million. There is no doubt 
that this additional sum will be raised. 

The American collection proceeds with unabated vigour, but Mr. Schiff has 
notified the London committee that he will not at present remit further sums to this 
country. .

PROTEST MEETINGS. 
Meeting in Berlin. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BERLIN, 4TH DECEMBER. 


A meeting of almost unprecedented magnitude for Berlin was held last 
week to protest against the atrocities that have been perpetrated in Russia, 
and to devise further means of alleviating the distress. Rabbi Dr. 
Eschelbacher, Dr. Hirsch Hildesheimer, Rechtsanwalt Dr. Horwitz, Justizrat 


Dr. Fachs and Dr. Klee addressed the meeting. These orators gave expres- 
sion, in strong terms, to the feelings of detestation, horror and shame with 
which all who were not utterly brutalised had heard of the fiendish deeds 
that had been perpetrated in a so-called Christian country. Every sentence 
of every speech was applauded to the echo by the deeply-stirred audience of 
four thousand men and women, and resolutions analogous to those proposed 
and passed during the past few days in almost every country in the world 
were adopted by acclamation. A striking speech was made by Pastor Wange- 
mann, who said that as a Christian clergyman he felt bound to join in the 
protest as the disgraceful occurrences in Rassia had placed an ugly stain on 
the shield of Christianity. It was most sad that Christians should, on any 
pretext, persecute Jews, but it was some consolation to, know that, with a 
few insignificant exceptions, the Christian clergy had kept aloof from the 
scandal and disgrace of the anti-Semitic movement. He would cry aloud to 
his Christian coreligionists that the founder of their religion, their Lord and 
Saviour, was a scion of the Jewish people. The words, “ Love thy neigh- 
bour as thyself,” Christ had not freshly coined, bat had borrowed from the 
books of Moses. “Had I,” continued the speaker, “been born within the 
shadow of the synagogue, Christianity would not have made a convert of me. 
The horrors that have been committed in Rassia are disgraceful to man and 
blasphemous to God, and true Christians must raise their voice in loud and 
solemn protest.” Herr Wangemann, | need hardly say, to the fullest extent 
shared the applause which had been accorded to the other speakers. 


OTTAWA. 

In our last issue we reprinted from the Times a telegram giving a report 
of a meeting at Ottawa which was addressed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Premier of Canada. We have since received from Montreal a_ telegram 
stating that the meeting was held under the auspices of the Zionist 
Federation, and was presided over by Mr. Clarence de Sola, President of 
the Federation, who described the conditions in Russia, appealed for relief, 
and declared that a home in Palestine was the only solution of the situation. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier followed with a macuifizent address expressing horror. 
Russia was reaping now what she had sown. He eulogised the Jews ; those 
who came to Canada would be welcome, bat he “ made clear held de Sola’s 
view only small percentage could come here.” Many members of Parliament 
spoke similarly. 

We have quoted textually the reference to Sir Wilfrid Laurier’s invita 
tion to Jews to settle in Canada, as our correspondent’s statement does not 
tally with the version printed in the London Press and supplied by different 
correspondents, according to which no limitation was placed by the Premier 
on the number of Jews who might make Canada their home. 


BRADFORD. 

As the result of an influentially-signed requisition, which has been sent to the 
Mayor, 4 town’s meeting will be held at the Mechanics Institute on Friday evening, 
the lsth. The movement has been entirely carried out by the leading non-Jewish 
citizens.

DUBLIN 

At a largely-attended public meeting, held on Monday, and presided over by 
Pastor Hugh DL. Brown, M.A., the following resolution, proposed by the Rev. Samuel 
Prenter, D.D., seconded by the Rev. William Crawford, M.A., and supported by Colonel 
Small, was carried by acclamation: “ That this united meeting of Evangelical 
Christians expresses its profound abhorrence of the persecutions under which God's 
ancient people, the Jews, are now suffering in Russia, and its deepest sympathy with 
them in their present sorrows, and earnestly prays that the night of Israel's troubles 
may speedily merge into that morning without clouds when ‘Thy sun shall never set.’ 
And that copies of this resolution be forwarded to the President and Minister of the 
lbublin Hebrew Congregation.” 

GLASGOW. 

Under the auspices of the Bonar Memorial Mission to the Jews, a meeting, to pro- 
test against the Kussian massacres and “for prayer on behalf of the sufferers,” was 
held on Thursday week. Mr. John R. Miller, Convenor of the Mission, presided. 
Among the speakers were : The Revs. James Wells, D.D., J. Fairley Daly, B.D., W. B. 
tiutton, M.A.. D. M. Macintyre, James Muir, P.D.. and Thomas Currie, M.A. The 
following resolution was passed, the whole audience standing: “ That we, ministers 
and laymen of different churches, unite and desire most solemnly and emphatically to 
protest against the continued horrible massacres and fearful cruelties inflicted on the 
Jewish people in so many places in Rassia. That we also express deepest sympathy 
with God's anvient people in this their suffering, hardship and persecution. And that 
we earnestly pray that God may speedily show the mercy promised to Israel in the 
latter days.” 

PORTSMOUTH. 

A public meeting was held in the Town Hallon Monday. The Grand Jury room 
was packed, and the proceedings were most enthusiastic. he Chair was taken by 
Sir Grorcs Couzens (Mayor), who was supported by the Vicar of Portsmouth, the 
Viear of St. Luke's and several Nonconfon.ist Ministers, Alderman A. Leon Emanuel 
and others. 


The Vicar or Portsmoutu moved a resolution expressing profound indignation 
at the massacres and atrocities in Russia upon defenceless men, women and children, 
particularly upon those of the Jewish race. 

The Rev. D. Barron (Baptist Minister) seconded the resolution, which was 
carried unanimously, the audience rising en masse. 

The Rev. Rosgrts Hern (Baptist Minister) proposed a resolution soliciting the 
Government either alone, or in conjunction with other Powers, to make representations 
to the Imperial Government of Russia to prevent the recurrence of similar atrocities, 
and desiring that copies of the resolution be sent to the Prime Minister and Secretary 
for Foreign Affdirs, This was seconded by Mr. Janez Warn, and also carried with 
acclamation. 

Alderman Emanvuet, Mr. Levy (President of the Portsmouth Zionist Society) and 
the Rev. I. Puttiies (Minister of the Portsmouth Synagogue), expressed the thanks of 
Portsmouth Jews for the kindness and sympathy shown by the Mayor and speakers. 

A subscription list was started in the room, and £54 was realised. 


CAPE TOWN 

A public meeting was held on November 12th in the City Hall, Cape 
Town, which was crowded. The Mayor (Councillor H. Liberman) presided. 
The Rev. A. P. Bender proposed : “ That this mass meeting . desires to express 
its profound indignation at the unspeakabie outrages recently perpetrated upon 
the Jews in Russia .. . and contemplating with dismay the possible 
recurrence of such appalling barbarities in the near future, urgently and 
respectfully appeals to the British Government to bring its powerful influence to bear 
upon Russia to prevent further bloodshed and suffering among its oppressed and per- 
secuted subjects.” Mr. M. Alexander seconded the resolution, which was carried 
unanimously. It was resolved to sénd copies of the resolution to the British Govern- 
ment and to Lord Rothschild. A collection was made and £220 was realised. A vote 
of thanks to the Chair, proposed by Advocate Lewis, was seconded by Councillor Smith, 
who said that such an occasion should be used as a means of breaking down the 
barriers between Jews and Centiles. The singing of God Save the King concluded 
the meeting. 

BLOEMFONTEIN. 

A meeting was held in the synagogue at Bloemfontein on November 12th, and 
was presided over by the Mayor, who said that it was the duty of every inhabitant of 
the civilised world to raise his voice against the terrible horrors which were taking 
place in Russia. Sympathy was all very well; it was very useful, and it would, 
perhaps, do a great deal to suppress or to prevent a continuation of the outrages, but 
it would be necessary for them also to put their hands in their pockets and show their 
practical sympathy with those who were in dire distress. Mr. W. Ehrlich proposed: 
“This meeting of inhabitants of Bloemfontein, representing all denominations, 
expresses its abhorrence of the massacres and murders of innocent people 
in Russia, and deplores tho existence of a Government under whose rule 
and with the connivance of whose officials it has been possible to commit 
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such unspeakable atrocities. This meeting trusts that the Governments of free and 
civilised nations will mark their deep sense of horror at the outrages perpetrated in 
Russia by breaking off all diplomatic intercourse with a Government which, by its 
barbarian and cruel methods, has long forfeited the respect of all nations, and deserves 
to be treated with contempt and scorn. This meeting further expresses its deep sym- 
pathy with the unhappy victims of these outrages, and decides to collect funds for the 
immediate relief of the helpless survivors, the maimed and the wounded. That the 
foregoing resolution be transmitted to His Excellency the Lieut.-Governor, with the 
request to cable it to the Colonial Secretary.” The motion was seconded by Mr. Ww. 
Leviseur, supported by Mr. B. Levy and the Rev. Z. Lawrence, and carried. A relief 
fund was at once started. 


SYONEY. 
A Reuter telegram from Sydney, dated Monday, says :— 
A public meeting, presided aver by the Archbishop, was held here to-day to pro- 
test against the anti-Jewish atrocities in Russia. ‘Kesolutions of sympathy with the 
relatives of the victims, and with the Jewish communities in general, were passed. 


A DAY OF MOURNING. 
The New York correspondent of the Daily Telegraph cabled on Monday: 


Throughout America to-day the Hebrews showed their sympathy for the victims 
of the Russian atrocities. Their shops and offices were closed. and meetings were held, 
when solemn protests and warnings were recorded. In New York alone nearly 
100,000 Jews paraded, each wearing a band of crape on his left arm, and marching 
under a myriad of black banners. Bands playing funeral music and singing societies 
walked in the procession, which passed through the east side of the city. where busi- 
ness was suspended, the houses being draped in trappings of mourning. Subscriptions 
for the defence of the Russian Jews were received at various points. Several of the 
largest halls and theatres afforded places of meeting, where addresses were delivered 
by the most renowned Hebrew speakers of the United States. Such a wonderful 
demonstration of sympathy has seldom before been witnessed in America. 


A Reuter telegram from Warsaw, dated Monday, says :- 


To-day the Jews keep a solemn day of mourning for the victims of the recent 
massacres, All the Jewish shops have been closed to-day since nine a.m.,and mourning 
services are being held in all the synagogues.

Conspiracy of the Officials. 


In a Valuable letter to yesterday's Times, Mr. Lucien Wolf comments 
on two letters from Odessa in that journal to whieh have referred The 
letters contained the trit ficial suggestion that the mischief originated 
with the Jews The letters admitted that the reactionaries and local 
authorities organised efforts to stir up the populace against the Jews. The 


that the pilot would not have succeediied but fo! the wa armed 
and taking a provocative attitude is not borne out bv careful investigations 
reported to the Liberal organisations in St. Petersburg and the relief com- 
mittees elsewhere. Self-defence by the Jews is a novelty. For years they 
passively endured PORTOTIS organised by, or with the connivance of, the 
Government. Thousands were slaughtered in the early eighties or nineties 
to tulfil a scheme drawn up by Plehve, and supported by Count Ignatieff, 
to check the Liberal movement. There was at that time no political agita- 
tion among the Jews, but the official Russian plan was to deflect the wrath 
of the people from the Government, and the Jews were denounced as the 
cause of the economic misery. Only in 1897 did the Jewish workmen of the 
Pale, despairing of other protection, throw in their lot with the Liberal and 
Radical societies. The Administration thereupon renewed its pogrom 
policy, and Plehve is reported saying: “ The revolutionary movement should 
be drowned in Jewish blood.” The necessity of supplying the threatened 
communities with arms only dawned on the Jewish political societies after 
the Kishineff massacres in April, 1908. Then self-defencé committees were 
formed against outrages openly organised by bureaucratic societies with the 
support and assistance of the authorities. Pogroms were checked, or pre- 
vented, in many places, and for over a year the peace of the Pale was fairly 
preserved against the anarchical plottings of the Government. Christians 
and public-spirited persons of all classes, not Socialists alone, joined the 
Defence Committees. Mr. Wolf continues in substance :— 

Your correspondent seems to think that the activity among the Self-Defence 
Committees last summer was due to their aggressive policy. This was not the case. 
he growing strength of the Liberals alarmed the reactionaries, and in the spring a 
stimulus was given to the “pogrom” movement. Pending the strengthening and 


arming of the Western Black Hundreds—the mercenaries of the reactionary 
societies—the conspirators’ attention turned to the Caucasus, where the 
Armenians had no _ defence organisation. It was resolved to make 
an example of them. The Tartars were stirred up against them, as 
the hooligans of Odessa were stirred up against the Jews last month. Appalling 
massacres followed. The of the authorities 


responsibility and especially o 
the Governor of Baku, Prince Nakashidse for this carnival of bloodshed has been 
publicly attested by M. Alexander Novikoff, the gifted son of Mme. Novikoff. who 
was then Mayor of Baku. These events, together with other activity among the 
reactionary societies in Western Russia greatly alarmed the Jews. It became known 
that under the auspices of Klingenberg, Governor of Mohilev. and other provincial 
authorities, a wholesale massacre of Jews, similar to the massacre of Armenians. was 
being planned. Funds were provided by the Monarchist League, the Society of 
Russian Patriots, and the Russian Church Committee, and it was arranged that arm 
should be given to hooligans and peasants by the local authorities. As it 
was clear that the masses would have the support of the military and police, the alarm 
of the Jews became intense. In these circumstances efforts were made last May and 
June to strengthen and extend the self-defence movement. Anvpeals for money were 
addressed to Western Europe, but unfortunately the response was very meagre. 
Nevertheless, the Bund and other societies armed Jewish committees in Odessa and 
elsewhere. It was a self-defence movement only, amply justified by the menaces of 
the autocratic anarchists, for whose mercenaries an unlimited quantity of arms was 
available. No provocation came from the Jews. Your correspondent admits that 
until the agents provocateurs began to operate and the police issued their inflam- 
matory anti-Semitic appeals, there were no outrages. Evidence on these points was 
laid before Count Witte a fortnight ago, and he admitted it proved the culpability 
of Neidhardt, Prefect of Odessa. The same evidence was cabdiaite examined by the 
Union of Unions in St. Petersburg, with the result that that body passed resolutions 
affirming the exclusive responsibility of the local authorities and calling for their 
prosecution. The truth is that the Jews were in presence of a huge conspiracy, which 
would have taken the murderous course prescribed attitude. The 
outbreaks everywhere followed the same pre-arranged programme. Black Hundreds 
were organised and armed by the reactionary societies, agents provocateurs stirred 
up the unattached and ignorant populace, and the rioters were assisted by the 


Cossacks and police in overcoming the Self-Defence Committees. There may hay, 
heen isolated indiscretions on the part of Jews, maddened by the terrible struggle ints 
which they were plunged, but I have seen no proof of them. On the contrary, a!) 
the evidence I have avd it has been considerable—tends to show that the 
Jewish Self-Defence Committees acted well, and. that so far from aggravating the 
disorders, they succeeded in some Cases in restraining the reactionary mobs and in 
saving life and property. 


Major Evans-Gordon, in the course of a letter to Friday's Times, said :— 

In a book written as the result of investigation in Russia and published two years 
The Alien Immigrant” made the forecast that, when the revolutionary, 
movement came to a head in that country, Jewish blood would be the first to flow.

formed to carry out? I have no sort of connection with that organisation, which is, of 
course. mainly a Hebrew body, but it seems to me that they, and they alone, are 
attempting to solve the problem of their race in a practical way The careful 
study which | have given to the Jewish problem convinces me that no other solution of 
it is possible within a measurable distance of time. May I appeal to Eoglish people in 
the interests of our poor people, as well as of the persecuted Jews of Kussia, to give 
Mr. Zanewill's scheme a place in active politics and strengthen his handsin every way ”

OBITUARY. 


Mrs. L. MOCATTA. 


We regret to record the death, last Sunday evening, of Mrs. Abigail 
Mocatta, of 54, Cleveland Square, widow of the late Isaac Lindo Mocatta, of 
Brighton. The deceased was in her seventy-ninth year. Mrs. Mocatta 
belonged to the Da Costa and Mocatta families. Her mother, Grace, was a 
daughter of Jacob Mendes Da Costa, whose ancestors accompanied Queen 
Catherine of Braganza to England, when she became the consort of Charles II. 
Her father, Abraham Mocatta, was the son of Isaac Mocatta and Abigail 
Lousada. The children of Abraham and Grace Mocatta included, besides 
Mrs. I. L. Mocatta, Isaac Mocatta, Abraham Mocatta, the respected Vice- 
President of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, who 
died five years ago, and Rebecca, who became Mrs. Judah Nahon. The death 
of Isaac Mocatta took place exactly twenty years ago last Sunday, the 
day on which his sister died. The late Isaac Lindo Mocatta was the son of 
Moses Mocatta, the well-known author, and Abigail Lindo. He was the 
youngest of a family of nine children, which included Abraham Lindo 
Mocatta, Samuel Mocatta (brother-in-law of F. D. Mucatta), David Mocatta, 
the architect, and Elias Mocatta. Isaac Lindo Mocatta passed his early life 
in business pursuits in South America. On settling in England he interested 
himself in Jewish charitable work, and, like his father before him, devoted 
himself to writing. His best known works are “ Moral Biblical Gleanings” 
and * The Jewish Armoury.” Some of the Sabbath Readings issued by the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge were also from 
his pen. He designed and printed some pictorial representations of 
moral truths. He spent the latter part of his life at Brighton, and died at

. Reading in 1879. He was buried in the cemetery of the West London Syna- 


gogue at Ballspond. The late Mrs. Mocatta was a woman of deep piety and 
a staunchly observant Jewess. She was, moreover, a woman of wide reading 
and culture. Her attainments were so great that she was able to render her 
husband material assistance in his writings. Io her benevolence, as in her 
general life, she was singularly unostentatious and retiring. She leaves a 
family of three sons and three daughters. The secood son, Mr. Benjamin 
Mocatta, is a Warden of the West London Synagogue and .a member of the 
Council. He is also a prominent worker in connection with the West Central 
Jewish Working Lads’ Club, being Honorary Secretary of the Managing 
Committee. One of his sisters, Miss Lina Mocatta, is well known for her 
devoted work among the Jewish poor. Mrs. Mocatta was buried on Wednes- 
day at the Ballspond Cemetery of the West London Synagogue, in a reserved 
grave beside her husband. The principal mourners were her three sons 
Messrs. Herbert Mocatta, Benjamin Mocatta and Alfred Mocatta, and her 
grandson, Cyril Mocatta. The faneral service, which was largely attended, 
was performed by the Rev. Morris Joseph and the Rev. Isidore Harris. 
The Rev. Morris Joseph delivered the following address : 

We are about to commit to the earth all that was mortal of a true ?°7 NN, 
a morally brave woman. For, morally brave she was. Physically frail, as she seemed, 
she had a wondrous strength of character, which she used on the side of truth and 
goodness. She “followed right in scorn of consequence."" In the words of our 
old teachers she was “strong as a lion to do the will of her Father in Heaven.” 
Belonging to a family whose earliest records in England go back to the beginning 
of modern Anglo-Jewish history, a family distinguished for its philanthropic ardour, 
and for the earnest workers it has given to the community, she was faithful to the 
traditions she thus inherited. She clung to her Judaism with every fibre of her 
heart. Religion was a real thing for her; it was her life. She was quick, moreover, 
to answer the cry of poverty and suffering. One of her last conscious acts was to sign 
a cheque for the relief of our sorely-stricken brethren in Russia. And her benevo- 
lence was unconstrained; it sprang from pity for distress, not from love of ostentation. 
Thus, she shared the spirit that animated her lamented husband, who by his pen and 
by his life upheld the cause of Judaism, and who showed himself an earnest worker 
in the sacred field of charity. Widowed at a comparatively early age, she had to 
confront the arduous task of bringing up a family of young children. This task she 
fulfilled with characteristic courage, and she was Tew to discharge u by the 
inflytnce of her example. She belonged to the old school in religion, as in many 
other things. We who belong to the new school may well be content if, as the best 
results of belonging to it, we have acquired some of her virtues—her benevolence, 
her steadfastness of rinciple, her power of self sacrifice for dluty’s sake. Her children 
will long mourn for ey but they have the consolation of knowing that, good mother 
as she was, they have been good children, inasmuch as they gave her dyteous service 
and loving devotion. It is good to think that they, in this generation and in their turn, 
are carrying on the old traditions, that they have dedicated themselves in a spirit 
of sacrifice to works of philanthropy. It will comfort them, moreover, to remember 
that she whom they have lost lived to a period well beyond the Psalmist’s span, that, 
in scriptural phrase, she has come to her grave in a full age, like as a shock of corn 
cometh in in its season, and that her end was peace. Surely that end was a‘ fore- 
shadowing of the heavenly peace that awaits the just, of the beatitude that is at God's 
right hand for evermore. Amen.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 

A Central News telegram from Vienna, dated November 2th, states :—

GERMANY.

He suggested, 
however, “a jolly good Jew hunt ” of the Berlin Semites. The police officer 
thereupon ordered the hal! to be cleared. 

Sanitary Privy Councillor Dr. Leopold Briihl has died in Berlin at the 
age of seventy. For twenty-five years he occupied an important position in 
the Imperial Sanitary Bureau, and in this capacity conducted several medical 
investigations, among them one un the spreadewf diphtheria in Germany. 
He also wrote articles for the Berlin press on hygiene and medical 
statistics. He was the first Jew who held ollice in a Government department.

A certain romantic interest always attaches to the life-story of success- 
ful men, and the career of Mr Joseph Lyons, the head of the reat hrm ol 
Messrs Lyons ana as described by himself toa representative ot the 
Jewish Chronicle is more than usually romantic and interesting. 

Mr. Lyons was born in London, and he proudly puts himself down “a 
cockney.” It Was over twenty years ago that he started the business that 
was destined to make his name one of the most familiar in the streets of 
London, in company with Messrs Salmon and Gluckstein (two other

well-known Jewish names), with whom he has been in 
since he commenced catering al provincial exhibitions They discovered 
the secret of what the public wanted, and they determined to give it. 
This policy achieved instant success, which has since been persistently 
maintained 

Mr. Lyons attributes the progress of his enormous undertaking to the 
fact that it was built up from small beginnings, each advancement being 
made to meet a popular demand. “If we had commenced business,” he 
shrewdly remarks, “with a large establishment such as the Trocadero we 
might have finished up with being the proprietors of a small coffee-house, 
but having started from the bottom rung of the ladder we were able to 
gauge month by month the popular requirements, and so increase our 
business. But before making any innovation we knew we had = our 
customers waiting for it, and so were able to extend our operations 
without risk.” 

“ We took for ourselves,” continued Mr. Lyons, “in our own minds a 
peculiar crest and motto. Our crest, had we had it embossed, would have 
been a pickaxe, and our motto would have been ‘ We will either find a way 
or make one!’ It is on these lines that we have always gone.” 

Mr. Lyons first started catering in London with Barnum’s show. At the 
time a rival circus was started at Covent Garden. Mr. Lyons remembers 
taking a glass of wine before the opening with Barnum and George R. Sims, 
and “ Dagonet” said to the great showman, “Are you going to let the 
Covent Garden circus beat you? They are advertising a lion on horse- 
back.” “I guess they won't beat me,” retorted Barnum with a twinkle in 
his eye. “IT 1l put my refreshment contractor on the back of a heavy-weight 
and advertise ‘Lyons on horseback.” | 
The firm started the familiar refreshment depots because, explains Mr. 
Lyons, “ without wishing to depreciate any of our competitors, we were 
under the impression that we knew better than anyone else what the public 
required. Our success proves that our impression was correct. We now 
have about 100 depéts. Out of the depdts grew the restaurants, and we 
catered for a further class of people by the opening of our Popular Café.” 
Messrs. Lyons and Co. do-a great deal of Jewish catering and when the 
Trocadero was built made special arrangements for this work, as they 
realised that very few facilities were available for the Jewish public for 
giving high-class public and private entertainments. They have a large 
plant for Jewish catering and a portion of the kitchen under the charge of 
Shomerim is set aside. The firm also employs very large numbers of Jewish 
hands, many of them occupying responsible positions. Mr. Lyons claims 
to have some of the cleverest Jewish boys in London in his employ. It is 
one of the principles of the firm to make their employes their first study, 
and there are very few, Mr. Lyons asserts, who would not go through fire 
and water for them. They believe in the old adage »f Napoleon that every 
soldier carries a marshal’s baton in his knapsack. They recognise the value 
of brains, and that any man can attain the highest position in the business 
is proved by the fact that two gentlemen who started as employes are now 
colleagues with Mr. Lyons on the Board of Directors. The business-like 
methods of the firm are shown by the fact that Messrs. Isidore and Harry 
Salmon commenced work in the kitchens, and went through every grade 
until they had earned their present respective positions of general manager 
and director and assistant-manager. Mr. Alfred Salmon, Mr. Lyons’s co- 
Managing-Director, also started from the bottom rung of the ladder, and by 
sheer industry, perseverance, and ability &as an organiser is now one of the 
heads of this successful business. Mr, Lyons, in spite of the huge success 
which his firm has already gained, regards it as till in its infancy, and is 
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genial and versatile man; he is an amateur artist, and has an almost inex- 
haustible fund of anecdote; he is very fond of young people, and many a 
little visitor to the Trocadero has carried away a proof of Mr Lyons’s liking 
for children in the shape of some little gift. Before bidding our repre- 
sentative good-bye, he was good enough to pay a tribute to the Jewish 
Chronicle which he regards as a “ well-written journal and a valuable adver- 
tising medium.”

B. Ratner’s Love of Zion and Jerusalem. 
Let not the reader expect a notice of a Zionistic work: vet Ratner’s 
publications are Zionistic in the truest sense. His “Love of Zion = and 
Jerusalem (OMS Wilna) is a series of volumes on the Pales- 
tinjian Talmud; in which are to be found variants and supplements to the 
Yerushalmi collected with toil and skill from the oldest authorities. As 
is well-known, the present textof the Yerushalmi is very imperfect. Not 
only are the readings corrupt, but the text is defective The best 
authorities cite from the Yerushalmi passages no longer to be found there 
Mr. Ratner now adds Tractate Shebiith to his Jerusalem library. 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s Prayers.” 

In a beautiful little volume (London, Chatto and Windus), Mrs. R. L. 
Stevenson has collected a small number of prayers composed by her famous 
husband. That they are exquisite in style goes without saying. But they 
are peculiarly gracious in thought also. Here is a specimen: | 

For RENEWAL oF Joy. 
Weare evil, O God, and help us to see it and amend. We are good, and help us 
to be better.

Mr. C. W. Daniel, of Amen Corner, Paternoster Row, has just pub- 
lished a little sixpenny volume with the above title. The editor, Mr. G. 
Haymes, has collected (pages 47 to 55) various paragraphs under the sec- 
tional heading “Judaism.” The collection is rather queerly made; tne 
writegs (or works) cited being Farrar, Schelling, the Talmud, Coleridge, F. 
D. Maurice, Moses Mendelssohn, Disraeli (and in the very order named). 
But the passages quoted are, without exception, undeniably interesting. 
Religious Movements within Judaism at the beginning of the Christian Era. 

Dr. M. Friedlander, of Vienna, is a very prolific writer. Work afier 
work comes from his hand; and, though his theories on the whole fail to find 
acceptance, it is still possible to welcome his books as though‘ful and 
informing. In his latest book he deals, in his usual original but uncon- 
vincing manner, with the movements within Judaism at the time of Jesus. 
Pharisaism meets us on the one hand, Jewish Hellenism on the other. and 
both aspects are fully treated. It must be confessed that the author 
succeeds in proving that the religious conditions in Judwa were of a 
most complex character. Dr. Friedlander staunchly maintains his old 
theory that the Minim never refer to Christians: most scholars will refuse 
to agree with him. He has two chapters on “Jesus” and “ Paul.” about 
which more may possibly be said later on. But the foregoing brief account 
of the volume will show its importance. 

Old Testamen in Art.’’ 

Messrs. Hodder and Stoughton have published at a very low price (from 
five shillings to a guinea, according to binding) a splendid collection of 
ictures dealing with the Old Testament. The volume covers the period 
rom the Creation to'the death of Moses. Among the artists represented 
are Botticelli, Buonarroti (Michelangelo), Burne-Jones, Corot Gebhardt 
Goodall, Hacker, Holman Hunt, Leighton, Lorrain, Maclise, Millais. 
Murillo, Poynter, Raphael, Rembrandt. Rosa, Rubens. Sarto. Tintoretto 
Veronese, Watts, and many others of olden and recent dates. Some of the 
most famous of the pictures will displease Jewish taste because of the 
artists’ attempt to picture God. But this only applies to two or three 
Certainly it would be difficult to omit these from such a collection if it was 
to be truly representative. Besides innumerable other plates, there are 
twelve photogravures, two duplex plates, and eight monochrome plates. in 
all a wonderful series of fine reproductions.

The Jews in Russia. 

Very appositely Messrs. Chatto and Windus have 
Stepniak's “King Stork and King Log. At the Dawn ofa New Reign. A 
Study of Modern Russia.” The volame, although written ten years ago. 
is still full of material for thought to-day, and the long chapter devoted tv 
the Jewish Question in Russia is one that may be perused with profit by al! 
to whom the topic dealt with is of interest. In that chapter we learn the 
exact position of the Jews at the opening of the present reign, a position 
that has in practice hardly suffered any change during the past decade. 
Many instances are given of the persecution by officials, who in their own 
spheres strained the already sufficiently anti-Jewish legislation in order 
still further to harass the helpless population consigned to their charge. 
With such details the reader has already been supplied ad nauseam, and 
to-day they may be passed by with the merest mention. Writing 
immediately after the accession of Nicholas II., Stepniak deals with the 
condition of the Jews uoder his predecessor, the initiation of the present 
phase of persecution from which the Jews are suffering. Under Alexander III. 
the Jews alone did not constitute the whole of the victims of the passion 
for persecution, but the crusade against the Jews was certainly the widest, 
the most far-reaching and the most important of all the campaigns in the 
interest of uniformity. Mr. Stepniak is of opinion that the anti-Jewis) 
outbreaks in the South-West of Russia are not entirely due to oflicia! 
machinations. There is, he says, very considerable hostility to the Jews on 
the part of the people. This, although it originated in religion, is not by any 
means solely a matter of religious intolerance. “ The classes which are at 
the head of the Russian anti-Jewish movement have long ago outlived the 
period of religious fanaticism. With them the hostility towards the Jews | 
purely racial. With the masses the racial antipathy is also a much stronge: 
ingredient in the anti-Jewish feeling than religion. Thus we may fairly 
describe the anti-Jewish movertent as racial.” Mr. 8S. Stepniak remarks «©: 
the extraordinary progress Russian Jews have made in the arts and sciences 
Within thirty years of the first display of interest by Russian Jews in ar' 
or science, almost the same generation that first read Russian books and 
went to Russian schools has prodaced “a number of men whose names are 
the pride of Russia.” A long list of prominent Russo-Jewish musicians is 
quoted. “Antokolsky, the greatest sculptor of the age, the man about 
whom Turghenev used to say that if he ever met a genius, he was one. ... . 
Minsky, the best among our living poets.” A tribute is also paid to the part 
Jews have taken and are taking in the struggle for Russian freedom. 

There are thousands of educated Jews who have cast in their lot with 
patriotic movement. This fact has greatly hurt the feelings of our anti-Semitic rule 
(Alexander IIL), and an edict was issued in 1885 making, contrary to all principles « 
justice, political offenders of the .lewish race punishable with far greater severity thi: 
Christians. But | never heard that this edict had produced any impression upon th 
Jews, and there are as many of them as before willing to give up theirall for the 
freedom and better future of the country which is a step-mother tothem. This is a 
fact that does not agree with the general conception of the Jewish character. Jet it 
was the outcome of the short experience of 1860-80, during which, with generations © 
Jews passing throughfour schools, they grew up in friendly surroundings, mixing freely 
with the Russians, feeling themselves men and citizens, and not a race of outcast- 
Some of the best and most influential members of our party were born Jews. And 
when I remember their kindliness of heart, their pure ideality, coupled so often with a 
mind so subtle, flexible and comprehensive, I cannot help thinking that Spinoza was 
not altogether a miraculous apparition, but a representative of the best type of the 
race. I venture also to surmise that in better circumstances the Jewish people woul! 
probably produce more Spinozas than Shylocks. 

In support of the view that the persecution of the Jews is racial rather 
than religious the discrimination against Jewish apostates is quoted. The 
outbreaks in South Russia are, to a considerable extent, due to economic 
causes. They are engineered by trade rivals. ‘“ The Russian peasants are 
very peaceable and inoffensive creatures, too much so indeed for the 
interests of independence and good government. If left to themselves they 
would rarely, if ever, give vent to their latent ill-feelings against the Jews in 
open rioting, but the middle class are there toeggthemon.” In conclusion, 
the author emphasises-the point that is continually being raised by non-Jews, 
that the only means of obtaining a cessation from persecution in Russia is 
by financial pressure. The story is told of a political refugee whose property 
was invested in Russian bonds. The Russian Government learnt the 
numbers of these bonds and determined to refuse payment of them. “ Mr. 
Rothschild the elder" (apparently Baron Lionel), however, came to tlie 
rescue. He informed the Russian Government that since the bonds in 
question were in all respects as good as other Russian bonds, “ he would con- 
sider their rejection as an evidence of insolvency, and would declare the 
Tsar of all the Russias a bankrupt upon all the Stock Exchanges of Karo}. 
The Tsar Nicholas put his pride into his pocket and ordered the bank ‘o 
accept Herzen’s (the refugee’s) bonds.” A, M. H.

The sphere of useful- 
ness 0 institation is greatly enlarged by a teachers’ course, availed of 
by large numbers even of those who give instruction in the Sunday Schools 
of the Reformed Temples, At the Johns Hopkins University, Professor 
Maurice Bloomfield, returning from a trip tothe East, has been lecturing on 
his discoveries. Dr. Aaron Ember has been raised to the Academic Staff, 
and will teach Hebrew in the Semitic (Professor P. Haupt’s) Department ; 
Dr. William Rosenau also lectures in that department. Increased activity is 
also reported from that beehive of industry, the Educational Alliance of New 
York City. A course of lectures on American history and civics, especially 
for the benefit of new-comers, is attracting attention. A school has been 
organised for backward boys of the East Side who have been driven to 
truancy by the taunts of their classmates. 

At the moment of writing the general elections are engrossing 
public attention everywhere. In New York City the Jews are 
playing | a great part in the conduct of the campaign, the 
East Side being thoroughly aroused in favour of that great reformer, 
W illiam J. Jerome, nominee for District Attorney. The progressive 
ideas of William R. Hearst, editor of The American, attract many of our 
Jewish citizens, who are for municipal ownership and every other live issue. 
Then, too, The American and Journal has always shown itself pronounéedly 
for Jewish tolerance. There are many Jewish candidates, but none for the 
highest offices. J. G. Phelps Stokes, the millionaire husband of Rose 
Harriet. Pastor, the London Ghetto girl who became a settlement worker and 
then married out of her faith, is running for the presidency of the Board of 
Aldermen on the same ticket. He has not been taken up by Jews except 
by a single club, the New Era Club, which has done much in raising the 
woral of the East Side youth. In Philadelphia, the overthrow of the hitherto 
dominant party, so corrupt and rapacious, has found Jews in the front rank. 
Among citizens held up by.Mayor Weaver's advisers as high types of civic 
virtue, is Dr. Solomon Solis-Cohen. In the initial stages of Mayor Weaver's 
fight with the City Council, he played a prominent réle. Mr. Ephraim 
Lederer is also conspicuous in the counsels of the City Party. At Baltimore 
the battle rages around the adoption by the State of a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment, drafted originally to disfranchise the uneducated negro. 
It leaves to the Judges for election to pass upon the ability of the intending 
voter to construe passages in the-constitution. At once the Jews of the 
East Side scented possible danger hereafter at the hands of a hostile Party, 
and denounced the amendment. This impetus all the foreign-born citizens 
and descendants have taken up, and to them is joined the better element in 
the dominant Party, which proposed the amendment ; the large numbers 
actuated by race prejudice towards the negrostrongly favour the passage of the 
amendment. U.S. Senator Rayner is a most prominent figure among those 
who unsparingly denounce it. The local Jewish pulpit, for the first time, 
figures in politics by condemning the man who, at the last sitting of the 
Maryland Legislature, offered a Bill to restrict negroes, Chinamen and 
Hebrews from holding real estate in certain neighbourhoods. This man 
wishes to be returned to the State Legislature. 

The question as to whether foreign Jews 
services specially arranged for them shall 
dictate their features or not agitated 
Society of Philadelphia recently. A year ago, the Reform Jews 
under Dr. Krauskopf'’s leadership established and built a synagogue 
down town, successful in everything except that the down town residents 
will not enrol themselves in numbers as members. The orthodox element 
this year established a people’s synagogue at Touro Hall, and on Kol Nidré 
the worshippers would not permit a student from the Theological Seminary 
at New York to preach a sermon in English, and created a disturbance in 
preventing him. One hot-headed director made a rather foolish statement in 
print that the congregants ought to recognise that they are brought there 
in charity, and would not be allowed to insist that their own choice of 
service beoffered them. 

That it is not well to expose our running sores to an unsympathetic 
world is a traism applicable alike to community as well as individual. The 
New York Jews have just learned the lesson. They called a public meeting 
to consider wife desertion on the East Side, of which some eleven hundred 
cases were reported by the United Hebrew Charities. The subject was ably 
discussed from its several sides, but no adequate remedy was proposed. 
Indeed, none can be. Thiscrime is partly dueto the extraordinary generosity 
of our people, as they are imposed upon by rascals, who know that their 
wives and children will be well cared for after being abandoned, and partly 
due to peculiar conditions in America. For with the wide advertisement 
given to a lapse in Jewish family virtue, not a speaker took the pains to 
show that wife desertion and bigamy were besetting sins of New York life 
generally, not greater down town than elsewhere. The Courts are being 
used to bring the rascals to their deserts. 

Miss Lillian Levinthal, of Philadelphia, daughter of the down town 
rabbi of that name, has entered the law school of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and proposes actively to enter on the practice of the law. She isa 
woman of considerable education, a graduate of Gratz Hebrew College, an 
ardent Zionist and an able speaker. New York City numbers several Jewesses 
among the twenty-five actively engaged at the Bar, but Philadelphia has but 
one or two. 

M. Nissim Behar and the Israelite Alliance of America are taking up the 
cudgels against the Department of State, which has recently had diplomatic 
negotiations with Turkey, but which did not consider the question of Jewish 
American colonisation in its dominions. Nubody, except the Alliance, has 

et proposed such a colony—not even the Zionistse—but the principle 
nvolved is worth the effort now being made. Jews are prohibited as such 
from colonising there, no exception either in favour of or against Americans 
being noted. The prohibition does not apply to Jews who resort 
to that country for travel or temporary sojourn. Turkey does not allow 
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expatriation, and there is no treaty in existence between that and this 


eountry defining the status of naturalised Americans of Turkish birth

The Council of Jewish Women of New York City are having some notable 
Miss Henrietta Szold reviewed the year at a recent meeting 
that is, she began it, but when she got to Zionistic activity, the President's 
gavel cut her short, her time limit havingexpired The Rev. Charles Fleischer, 
of Boston, followed with a long essay to prove that the time was ripe for 
the Jew to withdraw from the family of nations into the conglomeration of 
individuals.

The Montefiore Home for Incurables has recently celebrated its twenty- 
first birthday. It had last year an income of 92,000 dols., against an expen- 
diture of 130,000 dols., but as the Hon. Jacob H. Schiff is its President, this 
little deficit will doubtless be made good. The Home gives treatment to 55% 
patients (all except twenty-four free), and supports a Country Sanatorium 
for Consumptives, and will soon open the Betty Loeb Home for Convalescents. 

Voque, a fashion journal, has just come out with an anti-Semitic diatribe, 
It objects to the Jews’ denunciation of Dr. Melvil Dewey for using the office 
of State Librarian as a means of disseminating anti-Jewish and other race 
prejudices, and betides woe to Jews of America for conniving at the fall of 
this educator. 

The Hebrew Free Loan Society (Gemiluth Chasodim), in its printed 
report for the year ending December 31st, shows 14,575 loans ranging from 5 
to 200 dols., aggregating 339,820 dols, on a capital of 81,000 dols. » Of this sum 
only 700 dols. are bad debts, a loss of one-seventh of one per cent. In 
thirteen years the loans have aggregated two millions, the losses less than 
half of one per cent. The association conducts a bank in a suitable building 
and on strictly business principles ; i; declines to inquire the purpose for 
which the loan is asked, yet it is known to aid “tradesmen and mechanics 
desiring to establish themselves in a small way, students to attend colleges, 
who prefer this method to applying for charity; loans are granted to 
mechanies desiring to pay initiation fee into trades union, or to meet an 
emergency, such as to pay a physician's bill, or even to meet the wedding 
expenses of a daughter, or the Barmitzvah of a son.” 

Madame Kalisch has made her appearance, the first since her debit in 
“ Fedora,” which crowned her an English-speaking star, self-raised from the 
submerged Ghetto; and in Maeterlinck’s “ Monna Vanna,” interdicted in 
London by the Censor, she has greatly gratified her Jewish worshippers and 
nearly satisfied the Press critics. Both the uneasiness of the respectable 
spectators and the wordiness of the play handicapped her; but, according 
to a criticism in the Jewish Comment, she has “proved her ability to act 
in English with a strength that few American actresses can equal.” 


Dr. Edward Leon, of Avignon (France), an American by birth, was very 
cordially received by President Roosevelt at the White House, Washington 
last week.

2d., in November, 1904; 36 loans for {1% 
were granted. as against 6° for £365: 68 home cases were treated by the medical 
officer, who made 214 visits: 1 death occurred, that of a child, 9 months, from rickets 
and diarrhwa. There was much sickness, mostly cases of slight colds and hronchitis in 
children, and one case of erysipelas
